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WHAT IS JAY GOULD UP TO 


—_—_——— 
HIS MYSTERIOUS RELATION TO 
THE HEATH-SMITH TANGLE. 

HE DENIES THAT HE INTENDS TO HELP 
MR. HEATH, AND INSPIRES THREATS 

OF LEGAL PROSECUTION. 

Through his various Wall-street literary 
bureaus Mr. Jay Gould sent out word early yes- 
terday morning to members of the Stock Ex- 
change denying that he had been arranging 
e plan to help William Heath & Co. out of their 
financial difficulties. He was desirous that the 
Street should not get the idea that he had any 
anxiety in the matter. Unkind people might 
surmise that he was alarmed by a fear that Mr. 
William Heath’s memory, dating back to Black 
Friday days, might of a sudden gain new vigor. 
So denials strong and emphatic were sent forth 
abundantly. Son George was not called in this 
time, however, to corroborate the word of his 
parent. Thus Son George suffered no loss in 
reputation. The conference of Gould with 
Heath was well known and discussed at the 
Windsor on Sunday, and his statement that he 
had not seen Heath only provoked smiles. 

Along with his denial of his part in the scheme 
toaid Heath, Mr. Jay Gould sent out tothe 
Street this further bit of amusing financial in- 
telligence: 

“I am doing nothing in the market and can only tell 
whether prices are weakor strong by looking at the 
tape. 

Areport had been given wide circulation in 
the street to the effect that Gould was ready 
to startonalongtrip Westforthe purpose of 
inspecting certain of his railroad properties. His 
Bpecial car was ordered to be ready for him yes- 
terday morning, but for reasons that are be- 


heved to relate closely to the affairs of Heath & 
©o. he did not start. A number of men known 
to be largely interested in the Heatb-Smith tan- 
gle were locked up in Gould’s office yesterday 
afternoon, presumably with a view to the fur- 
ther formulation of the scheme which it is 
known Heath’s friends hope for. 

From the Gould offices continued to flow mys- 
terious hints of legal proceedings about to be 
begun to involve C. F. Woerishoffer in a liabil- 
ity tor all the losses made on the much taiked 
abdout joint account carried by Woe ishoffer and 
Henry N. Smith, the halt of whicu was settled 
by Mr. Woerishoffer last July, when he obtained, 
as THE TIMEs has recorded, written releases 
signed both by Smith afd Smith’s broker, 
Heath, from ail further responsibility. Mr. 
Washington KE. Connor said yesterday with some 
emphasis that suits would certainly be brought 
against Woerishoffer. The papers, he intimated, 
were already being drawn. He did not, now- 
ever, divulge the name of the person who was 
to figure as plaintiff in chief. 

* But in the face of these formal releases held 
by Mr. Woerishoffer, signed by both Smith and 
Heath,” said an inquirer, ‘‘ what grounds can 
exist upon which to base the contemplated 
suits?” 

** The grounds are, Sir,” was the reply, “that 
when those releases were signed the men who 
signed them were insolvent. They had no legal 
right to enter into a contract. Their signatures 
there are worthless. Their action was to the 
prejudice of customers whose remedy at law is 
plain. The releases will be promptly set aside. 
They cannot stand a moment’s examination in 
court.” 

Statements similar to these could be heard 
from other Gould sources. It is evident that 
the Gould people are determined if possibie to 
bring Woerishoffer into the tangle in one way 
oranother. Mr, Woerishoffer himself, however, 
seems to be littie alarmed over such talk. Until 
yesterday he had no information as to the orig- 
inator of the threats. Then he spoke of the 
reports current as malicious inventions. 

“ The whole truth is,” he said, ** that this talk 
of holding me responsible for Mr. Smith's ac- 
counts is sheerest nonsense. What its object is I 
do not know. My joint short account with 
Smith, the joint account to which I presume 
reference is made, was closed out last July. It in- 
cluded 7,500 shares of Union Pacific, with com- 

aratively small amounts of Western Union, 
Northwest, and Lackawanna. When I desired 
to end the account, having made a binding busi- 
ness contract to do so with Mr. Smith, I took 
his written release from all further part in the 
account or liability therefor. The account had 
been profitable. Heath & Co. gave their check 
for $216,000. The matter ended right there, 
months ago. This talk about Heath not 
being solvent is  arrant nonsense, I 
take it that it is a pretty good test 
of the solvency ofa firm when, after giving 
to one customer a check for over $200,000, it is 
still able to go on and transact a big business on 
the New-York Stock Exchange for months 
after. However,’ and Mr. Woerishoffer smiled 
Bignificantly, ** I do not know but that it would 
be really a good speculation for me to waive all 
these formal written releases, and go 1n and join 
hands with these gentlemen who are pining to 
see me still a joint partner with Mr. Smith on 
that old account. The great bulk or the shorts 
vvasin Union Pacific, which is below the figures 
at which it was sold. I would clear over $8,000 
pn that scheme.” And Mr. Woerishoffer’s smile 
broadened into a hearty laugh as he dismissed 
the subject. 

Insinuations have been sent abroad that Mr. 
Heath isin danger of being proceeded against 
criminally. People who are intimate with Gould 
bave most to say on this point, but nobody in 
Wali-street seriously believes that Jay Gould 
would ever dare openly push affairs in such a 
direction. Tbere are many, however, who do 
not doubt that he might inspire such proceed- 
ings if he were able to hide his part in the mat- 
ter from Mr. Heath, who might be tempted 
to yield to an inclination to hit back. The suit 
ggainst Heath & Co., brought in the name of 
Morosini—and which Gould insists{is not his, 
but purely a personal matter of Morosini’s— 
charges Heath with fraud, alleging what practi- 
cally amounts toa rehypothecation of securi- 
ties after the fashion which distinguished some 
of the operations of Ferdinand Ward. Moro- 
sini, in his complaint, swears that Heath & Co. 
admitted this wicked use of his securities. Upon 
this point there was much discussion in Wali- 
street yesterday, many brokers being aston- 
ished that Gould would let Morosini push such 
& charge in view of a certain still unwritten 
chapter inthe history of Black Friday. Copies 
of the complaint, for this reason, were secured 
from the records and eagerly read and discussed 
in the Street. The main parts of the complaint, 
as Morosini makes affidavit to it on personal 
knowledge, bearsay, and belief, are as follows: 

That the defendants, William Heath and Charles E. 
Quincy, are partners doing business in the city of 
New-York as bankers and brokers, under the firm 
name of Wiliam Heath & Co., and the defendant, 
Adamson R. McCanless, claims to be the Assignee of 
the said firm. That the defendants, composing the 
tivm of William Heath & Co., purchased for the plaint- 
ifs account 2.380 shares of the capital stock of the 
Manhattan Ruilway Company for the sum ot $1¥2,000, 
and 25 second mortgage bonds of the Metropolitan 
Elevated Railway Company for the sum of $23,000, 
making the total cost of said stock and bonds $215,000, 
which sum plaintiff paid to them, and thereupon 
plaintiff deposited said securities with said defend- 
ants, William Heath & Co., for safe keeping, under an 
agreement to deliver the same to plaintiff upon de- 
mand, and for no other purpose whatever. 

That on the 2d day of October, 1855, plaintiff duly 
demanded from the defendants composing the firm of 
William Heath & Uo. the delivery of said stock and 
bonds, and thereupon defendants promised to deliver 
the same, and have not since delivered the same or any 
part thereof to this plaintiff, but, on the contrary, ad- 
mitted to deponent that they had pledged and hy- 
pothecated the same for their own purposes and could 
not deliver the same. That on the said 2d day of Octo- 
ber, 1885,‘and after plaintiff had demanded the delivery 
of said stocks and bonds, as hereinbefore alleged, the 
said defendants composing the firm of William Heath 
& Co. attempted to make an assignment of all their 
property to the defendant, Adamson HK. McCanless, 
and the defendant, McCanless, now claims to 
be the Assignee of said firm, with ail the 
powers, duties, and privileges of a general Assignee 
under the assignment laws of the State of New-York, 
put that this plaintiff is informed, advised, and believes 
that said alleged assignment is void. That the securi- 
ties su bypothecated or pleaged by the defendants, as 
hereinbefore alleged, are held by certain banks in the 
city of New-York. and t the said defendants and 

d banks threaten to sell such securities at once. 
nat said present holders of said securities threaten to 
pell the same to ons having no knowledye or notice 
of plaintiff's title in said securities, thereby seeking 
me threatening to vest in said proposing purchasers a 
jegal title to said securities as against the plaintitf. the 
said securities and all of the same being negotiable, as 
this plaintiff is advised and believes. 

That as plaintiff is informed and believes the defend- 
ants herein are insolvent, both individually and us a 
firm, and the sale or disposal of said securities or any 
of them as threatened during the pendency of this ac- 
tion would produce injury to the plaintiff, and that 
sale or disposition would bean act in violation of the 
plaintiff's rights respecting the subject of the action 

d tend to render the judgment herein ineffectual. 

‘he plaintiff further alleges that said threatened sale 
or disposition of said (~ pe! 80 belonging to plaintiff 
is about to made ani had with intent on the part of 
the detendants to defraud this plaintiff. 

Assignee McUanless, at the office of William 
Heath & Co., said Aygo that there were no 
new features in the state of things there. He 
pnd his assistants were bard at work in attempts 
to straighten out the firm's affairs. He stili in- 
pisted that Mr. Heath wouid be able to show at 
the proper time that he had acted always ac- 
pording to the rules of strictest integrity. Va- 
rious lawyers interested in the Smith and Heath 
—— reported that progress was being made 

owly.

Not Jong ago the pool’s scouts dis- 








covered that Manhattan was being put upon the - 


market in good big blocks 
cbange-place brokerage house. This Ex- 
change-place broker isn’t a favorite in 
Gould-Field quarters, and the cute people of the 
Manhattan pool decided to singe his wings, for 
they felt assured that they knew just where the 
holdings of Manhattan were, and none of it was 
in his office. They saw plainly that he was going 
short of the stock. They determined to buy all 
he offered, catch him, and by a sudden twist 
punish him severely for his temerity. They 
took every lot offered. The stuff piled up. They 
discovered that the certificates delivered were in 
the name of Heath & Co., but as they looked at 
the matter this only made it clearer that the Ex- 
change-place man was short; the Heath stock 
doubtless was being borrowed for delivery. 
When he came to return the borrowed stock to 
Heath he should discover how much presump- 
tion cost. And the good gentlemen gloated. 
Hundreds on hundreds of shares were bought, 
and delivery was made uniformly of certificates 
in Heath’s name. They locked up the parch- 
ments and sat them down enthusiastically to 
wait in gleeful expectation. It was a sorry 
awakening that they had when they saw Heath 
Co. go down, for Mr. Morosini, rushing into 
their presence with piteous lamentation, an- 
nounced that the 2,300 shares which the pool had 
just bought and on,which such beautiful air 
castles had been built was the identical stock 
which months before he had put in Heath’s 
office for ““safe-keeping.”” Inasmuch as Gould 
is generally supposed to be, along with other 
members of this Manhattan pool, the real 
owner of this Morosini stock, the real 
cruelty of the situation can readily be 
appreciated. Mr. Jay Gould ana Mr. Cyrus 
Field had simply been buying over again what 
they already possessed. isions of squeezing 
the Exobange-place man all vanished. hey had 
paid an average of 100 for the stock, their 2,300 
shares, originally costing them,through Heath 
& Co., nearly $200,000, was now theirs by a sec- 
ond purchase which had taken almost another 
quarter of a million of dollars out of their treas- 
ury. The Heath establishment had quietly mar- 
keted the securities through the Exchange- 
lace house. They were sellers, not lenders. If 
Villiam Heath is not called hard names it will 
be only because some folks do not-dare express 
their real feelings.

KILLED ON THE TRACK. 





ONE MAN BEHEADED AND MANGLED AND 
ANOTHER RECEIVES FPATAL INJURIES, 

Newsoure, N. Y., Oot. 5.—John J. Con- 
nelly, who was employed at Jovas’s brick yard, 
five miles above this city, came to Newburg on 
Saturday afternoon. Before returning he got 
full of whisky and went up to Clark’s dock on 
the 6 P. M. West Shore train. Then he started 
to walk along the long trestle in spite of the 
warnings of the station agent. The next morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock the engineer of a south-bound 


freight train espied the mangled remains of 
Connelly between the rails near the north end of 
the trestle. The head had been torn completely 
from the trunk and all that remained of 
the former was a piece of flesh and 
bone not as large as a person’s hand. The head 
nad been crushed to a jelly and acattered over 
the track and into the river. The body was 
torn open from the pit of the abdomen upward. 
The heart, lungs, and liver lay scattered about 
the track and trestle. The legs, arms, &c., still 
covered by shreds of clothing, were jammed 
down between the ties supporting the rails. 
Connelly had probably been lying or sitting be- 
tween the rails when he was struck by a passing 
train during the evening. He wasa well built 
man of 35 years, whose wife and family reside in 
New-York. 

Michael Coghill, who resided at Poughkeepsie, 
but who was employed in one of the brick yards 
at Dutchess Junction, while walking on the 
track near Fishkill on Saturday evening, was 
struck by a train and severely injured. He was 
taken to Highland Hospital, where one of his 
legs was amputated on Sunday, but he died 
later in the day. The deceased man was a 
widower with four children. He was 50 years of 
age. Three years ago his youngest son had a 
leg taken off while catching a ride on a train.

by servants and dogs no attention was paid to 
the noise. : :

well known that no collector of paintings could 
exhibit them, nor could they be exposed for sale 
without detection, and it is, therefore, difficult 
to comprehend the motive for so singular a theft.

THE FARMER WON HIS CASE. 

GOSHEN, N. Y., Oct. 5. — In 1882 Abner 
Mills, a dairy farmer of Warwick, contracted 
to sel) his milk to Edward Pierson’s creamery in 
New-York. He was to receive the New-York 
market price 'less one-quarter of a cent per 
quart. At theend of the first month Pierson 
sent Mills his check for $163, which was at the 
rate of 34 centsa quart. Mills claimed that the 
ruling price of the month was 4 cents, and that 
he was therefore entitied to 344 cents a quart, 
He returned the check and demanded $172. 
Pierson refused to pay it. Millssued him. The 
case was not tried until February of this year, 
when Mills received a judgment for $195, being 
the amount of his claim with interest. The 
potemens also carried the costs of the suit. A 

ew trial was refused. Pierson carried the case 
to the General Term. A decision has just been 
rendered by Judges Barnard, Dykman, and 
Pratt, affirming the judgment of the County 
Court. The costs Pierson will have to pay, be- 
sides the full amount of Mills’s claim and in- 
terest, will be over $400.

Mr. Thompson had 
been at Canandaigua some time under treatment, 
but left there about three months ago for his 
home in perfect health. He left home to visit 
his old physician. He was a son of the late Judge 
Thompson, of Saratoga County. The ccoasion 
of his visit to the Falis is not known. The body 
was sent to Baliston to-day.

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THE FRENCH ELECTIONS 


‘GREAT GAINS MADE BY THE CON- 
SERVATIVES. 
TWO OF THE CABINET MINISTERS DEFEATED 
—A GAIN OF 98 SEATS, AND A LOSS OF 
ONLY 5 IN 81 DEPARTMENTS. 


Parrs, Oct. 5.—The results of the elec- 
tions throughout France yesterday for members 
of the Chamber of Deputies, as far as officially 
reported up to midnight, have created great sur- 
prise and chagrin among the members of the 
Cabinet and their colleagues. The Conserva- 
tives, on the other hand, are wild with enthu- 
siasm over the fact that they succeeded in 
polling a much larger vote than the most 
sanguine anticipated, and making changes 
in the Cabinet requisite. The returns show 
that in 81 departments 165 Conservatives 
and 141 Republicans have been elected. The 
Conservatives have gained 93 seats and lost 5. 
It will be necessary to have 202 second ballots. 
They have also beaten two Cabinet Ministers 
and made a second ballot necessary to decide 
the fate of two others. M. Goblet, Minister of 
Public Instruction, and M. Hervé Magnan, Min- 
ister of Commerce, are the Cabinet officers who 
have beon defeated. The Opportunists have lost 
many seats, which have been gained by either 
the Radicals or Conservatives. 

The elections in this city resulted as follows: 
M. Brisson, the Premier, and M. Allain-Targe, 
Mmister of the Interior, head the list with 
10,000 votes each; MM. Floquet, Lockroy, Baro- 
dit, Delafosse, Clémenscau, and Paul Bert re- 
ceived from 7,000 to 9,000 votes each, and MM. 
de Cassagnac and Hervé, editor of the Soleil, 
6,000 each. In 49 departments, including the 
Nord, the Conservatives have gained 36 seats 
and lost 4. 

The Orleanists elected in yesterday's vote 
were chosen on the basis of promises of protec- 
tion against American cereals and bacon. 

The proprietors of the Gaulois, in order to sig- 
nalize the Conservative successes, illuminated 
the front of their offices this evening. The in- 
scriptioni "175 Conservatives e1ected! Vive la 
France!" formed of gas jets, was conspicuously 
displayed in the windows. A crowd soon 
assembled in front of the building and threw 
stones at the windows. The police were unable 
to disperse the mob. Editor Meyer made an 





attempt to leave the building. He was 
warned by the Commissary ot Police to 
abandon the idea of leaving, but he 


persisted and was arrested. The staff of the 
Gaulois then made a sortie and rescued Meyer, 
who was severely bruised in the scuffle. 
Meanwhile the crowd increased and _ the 
excitement became intense. The olice 
were reinforced, and the Prefect of Police 
ordered them to clear the streets. After the 
greatest efforts the police succeeded in dispers- 
ing the mob. During the mélée two revolvers 
were fired at the windows of the Gaulois office. 


Lonpvow, Oct. 6.—The Paris correspond- 
ent of the Daily News forecasts the election 
of 200 Royalists and 160 Radicals, the remainder 
being Moderate Republicans. He adds: * Clém- 
enceau is leading the solid Radicals and becomes 
a political power of the first magnitude. No 
Repubiican Government is possible without 
him.” 





THE TROUBLE IN THE EAST. 
A HITCH AT THE BEGINNING OF THE CON- 
FERENCE IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 5.—The Ambassa- 
dors yesterday held a conference on the Roume- 
lian question lasting four hours. The discussion 
took a wider range than was anticipated and 
provoked some difference of opinion, which has 
not yet been settled, This may delay the deliv- 
ery of the identical note to be addressed to the 
respective powers and afterward submitted to 
the Porte. 

A note will be dispatched to Greece and Servia 
advising them to disarm. 

Tewfik Pasha, Turkish Minister at Athens, has 
been appointed Ambassador to Germany. Alphia 


Pasha, Governor of Mitylene, has been appoint- 
ed Minister at Athens. Zia Bey succeeds Halil 
Bey as Minister at Belgrade, and Halil goes to 
Teheran. 


ATHENS, Oct. 5.—T wo classes of the na- 
val reserves have been called out for service. 


CoPENHAGEN, Oct. 5.—M. de Giers has 
started for St. Petersburg by way of Stettin. 


St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 5.—The continued 
raids of Turkish marauders, led by Turkish 
officers, into Transcaucasia have caused the 
Russian newspapers to advocate the sending of 
a large force of Cossacks into Turkish territory 
to prevent such incursions, The Government 
of Erzeroum is demoralized and powerless to 
prevent the raids. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The Imperial Ot- 
toman Lepgation attributes the report cabled 
from Constantinople and published this morn- 
ing to the effect that the Sultan was believed to 
be becoming demented “to the malice of the 
enemies of Turkey,” and emphatically denies 
that there is any truthinit. The legation fur- 
ther says: ** The health of his Majesty the Sul- 
tan is of the very best. He occupies himself 
actively with the affairs of the empire, and seeks 
to assure the happiness of his people.” 


CENTRING IN LONDON. 
DENYING A REPORT FROM HERAT—PARNELL 
AT WICKLOW. 

Lonpon, Oct. 5.—It is stated in official 
circles to-day that there is no truth in the re- 
port published by the Novoe Vremya, of St. 
Petersburg, to the effect that the English had 
taken entire possession of Herat and ordered 


the inhabitants to quit the town. Theonly basis 
for such a statement is the fact that a number 
of English officers, in compliance with a request 
of the Ameer, are assisting the Afghans to 
strengthen the defenses of Herat. 

The frst Nationalist County Convention for 
nominating candidates for seats in Parliament 
was held at Wicklow to-day. Mr. Parnell, on 
the opening of the convention, delivered an ad- 
dress, in which he urged unity of action and 
self-sacrifice of political ambitions in selecting 
the candidates of the party. He referred to 
Wicklow’s splendid barbor, which he said 
testified that Irishmen were capable of 
better work when not fettered by 
the English Government.

A REVOLT OF PRISONERS AT WORK ON A 
TEXAS RAILROAD. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Oct. 5.—A dispatch 
from Rusk, Texas, to the News says: * Yes- 
terday, at the terminus of the Kan- 
sas and Gulf Shore Line, near Luf- 
kin, in Angelina County, Texas, 60 
convicts made a desperate break for liberty. 
The men were being worked on the rail- 
road. ‘The revolt occurred at 5° o’clock, 
just as the prisoners had finished their 
supper. With deafening yells they started up 
in a body and rushed for the neighboring 
woods, The guards opened fire on the 
fleeing convicts with deadly effect. The 
latest report says that 25 ot the convicts were 
killed or wounded. The prisoners ran in one 
large body, and the guardssimply emptied their 
repeating rifies and small arms into the moving 
mass. Rumors ofan intended mutiny in this 
camp had been rife for some weeks. These rumors 
were strengthened by the fact that many of the 
convicts were serving life sentences and were 
known to be desperate characters, Extra 
precautions were being taken to avoid any 
uprising. Every means possible is being used 
to recapture the 35 convicts who succeeded 
in eluding the rifles of the guards. All 
avenues of escape are being guarded and 
posses are being organized to scour the coun- 
try. The scene of the outbreak is some miles 
from a telegraph office. 








A WORTHLESS DIVORCE, 





SENT ‘‘C. O. D.” TO A CANADIAN FROM AN 
ALLEGED NEW-YORK FIRM, 

SPRINGFIELD, I1., Oct. 5.—A short time 
ago John Deering, of Exeter, Ontario, saw in a 
newspaper an advertisement representing that 
Lome & Ward, of: New-York City, were able to 
obtain divorces for those desiring them. Deer- 
ing was anxious to separate from his wife and 


applied to Lome & Ward to obtain for hima 
divorce from Mrs. Deering on the alleged ground 
of adultery. In a fewdays he received what 
purported to be a divorce, sent * C. O. D.” with 
$30 charges. A letter explained that $5 of this 
sum was for court fees and the balance for legal 
services. 

The divorce purported to have been issued by 
the ‘Supreme Court of Adams County, Ill.,” 
which was represented as being located at Clay- 
ton, asmall town onthe Wabash Road, in that 
county. It bore a seal, apparently such as used 
by 4 court, and the signatures of ** W. H. Hicks, 
Clerk,” and * A. Bates, Judge.” 

A Canadian lawyer to whom Deering showed 
this paper toid him it wasafraud. The officers 
of the Supreme Court of Illinois were communi- 
cated with, and E. A. Snively, Clerk of the 
court, collected such facts as were attainable in 
this State concerning the frauduient divorce 
scheme. It was evident the mails were being 
used by the firm, and the proofs were turned 
over to United States District Attorney Hore- 
beck, who to-day forwarded them to United 
States District Attorney Dorsheimer at New- 
York,

WASHINGTON'S WATER SUPPLY. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Frequent and in- 
dignant complaints sare being made by occu- 
pants of houses in the higher parts of the city 
of aslack supply ot water and of an utter Jack 


Thesupply 
of water to the reservoirs is always abundunt. 
There is pressure enough to force the supply to 
the height of about 130 feet anywhere in the 
city.

ALL QUIET IN MONTREAL 


THE FRENCH SENSIBLY SUBMIT- 
TING TO THE LAW. 
PATIENTS REMOVED TO THE HOSPITAL 
WITHOUT RESISTANCE—THE SMALLPOX 

APPEARS IN QUEBEC. 


MonTREAL, Oct. 5.—The new wing of the 
old smallpox hospital was finished this after- 
noon, when a few patients were removed to it. 
There was no trouble in making the removals, 
and this evening finds the city as far from disor- 
der as it was yesterday. Few apprehended re- 
sistance to what was to be done to-day, the 
alarmists basing their theories on the chance of 
disturbance at the opening of the Exposition 
Buildings for hospital purposes. French dema- 
gogues and Englishmen whose race feeling 
wants vent ina fight make up the majority of 
those who persist in ignoring the wholesome 
developments of the past woek. There are 
a few who sincerely believe that trouble 
is imminent. Dr. Laberge, the Health Offi- 
cer, is not entirely easy on that point, 
He has received a letter in French 
threatening his life and fails to see ground for 
such reassurance as Mayor Beaugrand feels, 
although he is glad to see that fora week past 


there has been no sign of disorder, that vaccina- 
tion proceeds rapidly in the French district, 
that house to house visits have not gi ven rise to 
acase of trouble, although only fairly success- 
ful in their object, and that there is excellent 
promise, through the efforts of the nuns and 
doctors, of accurate and moderately thorough 
location within a short time of the cases in the 
city. There are of course many cases of which 
the health officers do not hear, put diligent in- 
Quiry through the various religious and official 
agencies, on Saturday, yesterday, and to-day, 
detected only about 20 cases in concealment. 
The death of a girl, 6 years old, Sat- 
urday. on Wolfe-street, was the first 
intimation that the neighbors ever had of her 
presence in the neighborhood, her mother hav- 
ing given out that she had gone to the country. 
The mother was the child’s only nurse. Chief 
Cinq Mars, of the Provincial police, found the 
record of burial in the Catholic Cemetery books. 
The local board says the woman will be arrested 
for not placaraing or reporting the case. Nearly 
all the 20 cases discovered as stated are similar, 
people doing theirown nursing and concealing 
the fact of the disease in their houses until} 
death makes concealment impossible. The num- 
ber of concealments, homever, 1s very small 
compured with the number of cases reported for 
the past few days. The suburbs are following 
close upon the city in the matter of reporting 
cases, and it is likely that asa reward for this 
change of conditions good feeling will shortly 
be improved by an order from the Provincial 
Board of Health allowing the horse cars to re- 
sume trips to the suburbs that were cut off by 
official order a week ago, 

All was quiet to-day at the Exposition grounds, 
where work progresses as fast asthe force of 
men can do it. Col. Straubenzie yet remains in 
charge of the military, intending to stay until 
all danger from present causes is past. He does 
not apprehend trouble, but thinks safety will 
not be fully assured until the patients and the 
= nuns get within the Exposition Buiid- 
ngs. 

An indication of what may be expected with 
the advent of cold is furnished in the returns to 
the Health Board for Saturday and yesterday. 
It rained on Saturday, but remained warm. The 
number of deaths was 35 in the city and 8 in the 
suburbs. Yesterday’srain wascold; there were 
59 deaths in the city and 8in the suburbs. There 
is a gray sky to-day and the air is dry and chilly, 
requiring houses to keep closed. The death rate 
which will be reported will probably be high. 
Increased mortality, however, is regarded by the 
Health Officers as likely to stop the spread of 
the disease by making people keep their houses 
closed, The occupation of the Exposition Buiid- 
ings and definite information about new cases 
are the agencies that are expected to act with 
cold weather in hastening the end of the epi- 
demic, even at the expense of great mortality. 

J. B. Lebrmiere was to-day fined $10 by the 
Recorder for insulting placarders while in the 
performance of their duty. Bruneau, who, it 
will be remembered, ran into the Central Sta- 
tion a few days ayo and said that some one was 
trying to kill him, and who was afterward 
taken to the hospital, jumped through a 





window of the hospital last night 
and ran through the streets with only 
bis nightclothes on. He ran into a 


passage and commenced pounding on the door 
of a residence. The inmates, becoming aroused, 
went out and gave him a beating. A constable 
soon arrived and produced a lizht, when to their 
horror they saw that the man was suffering 
from the smallpox and that their hands were 
covered with blood from the pits on his face. 
The medical health oflicer was telephoned for 
and Bruneau was carried back to the hospital. 
An American clergyman, the Rey. John Nich- 
ols, Pastor of the American Presbyterian 
Church, has set an example which the Health 
Board intend to urge upon the clergy of all de- 
nominations. He announced from his pulpit 
lately that he would vaccinate all who applied. 
He met applicants at St. Mark's Hall, which he 
hired for that purpose, and reported to-day that 
he had vaccinated 300 persons. Having done all 
that is possible in that part of the city, he now 
offers his services asa public vaccinator. Placard- 
ing the city goes on, but with little more success 
than formerly, especially in the French quarter. 
A man who interfered with a placarder on Sun- 
day was tined $10 and costs to-day in the Police 
Court. A carran into a smallpox van on St. 
Antoine-street this afternoon. The appearance 
of the patient on the sidewalk where the collis- 
ion left him frightened the neighborhood until 
another conveyance took him off. The record 
of new cases reported for Saturday and Sunday 
shows that for those two days death fully kept 
pace with the appearance of the disease. The 
number of deaths in the two days was 96in the 
city. The reported number of new cases was 74. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 5.—A barge arrived here 
from Montreal on Saturday with-a case of small- 
pox on board. Yesterday the Captain went 
ashore at Cape Blanc for the purpose of attend- 
ing mass, but the populace compelled him to re- 
turn to the barge and move out into the middle 
of the river. The barze has been placed in 
quarantine and the patient removed to the 
smallpox hospital. Another case from Mon- 
treal, that of a nurse girl, has also been 
removed to the hospital. A child of 15 
months, whom the girl was nursing and 
who had .not been vaccinated, has been 
isolated. A few weeks ago a woman 
took her child, who was suffering from smali- 
pox, to Cap St. Ignace, 45 mlies east of Quebeo, 
in which place there are nowno less than 16 
houses with smalipox in each. It is said that 
there are 40 or 50 cases in the parish. The Munic- 
ipal Council have enforced compulsory vac- 
cination and named a health officer. The Inter- 
colonial Railway authorities are asked to cancel 
all trains for Cap St. Ignace. Reports of heavy 
frosts and snow have been received from the 
outlying parishes. ‘ 

BRUNSWICK, Me., Oct. 5.—Frank Webber, 
of West Harpswell, lately from Montreal, was 
to-day reported to the Board of Health as being 
sick with smallpox. 





BURSTING OF A HUGE TANK. 
GRANVILLE, N. Y., Oct. 5.—An immense

THE COURT REFUSES TO ENJOIN HER PER-. 
FORMANCE IN PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—A large audience, 
with a large sprinkling of theatrical{people, 
filled Common Pleas Court No. 1 this morning to 
witness the legal struggle as to the right of 
Mme, Janish to perform in “ Anseima” at the 
Opera House this week after having contracted 
with Manager Fleishman, of the Walnut, not to 
appear inthis city before Nov. 16, when she is 
engaged for a week at his theatre. The proceed- 
ings were opened by counsel for Munager 
Fleishman, who wantyd to ask a few questions 
of ‘defendants Frank L. Gardner and William 
A. McConnell. Mr. Gardner identified a Jetter 
which he had writted to Mr. Fleishman, regret- 
ting that Mr. McConnell had made a contract 
tor Mme. Janish’s appearance at the Opera 
House, assuring him that it was done without 
his knowleage, and concluding with the expres- 


sion of a hope that it would not hurt her busi- 
ness at the Walnut later in the season. 

Mr. McConnell testified that he had been en- 
gaged by Mr. Gardner to act as manager of the 
star’s tour, and that when he discovered, during 
Mr. Gardner’s absence from New-York, that 
their season at the Madison-Square Theatre 
would terminate a week sooner than had been 
expected, he hastily opened negotiations with 
Zimmerman & Nixon, which resulted in the 
signing of the contract for the appearance of 

me. Janish at the Opera House this week. 

This closed the testimony in behalf of the com- 
plainant, and counsel for the actress then ex- 
ploded a bomb in the shape of an affidavit by 
Mme. Janish expressly denying the authority of 
Mr. Gardner to execute the contract with Mr. 
Fleishman for her appearance at the Wal- 
nut - Street Theatre. She declared that 
the contract under which Mr. Gardner 
had acted as her manager last season was re- 
scinded and destroyed last May. When she 
went to Europe, early in the Summer, she was 
doubtful about returning, and, exeept that she 
had told Mr. Gardner that if she did come back 
she would expect to make a new contract with 
him, she was entirely at liberty. No one was 
authorized to make any engagement for her for 
the present season. When she authorized Mc- 
Connell to make the contract with Mr. Zimmer- 
man she did not know that Gardner h&d previ- 
ously made one with Mr. Fleishman. Mr. Gard- 
ner declared that the contract with Mr. Fleigsh- 
man was the only one he had made on behalf of 
Mme. Janish until a few days ago. 

After a few moments’ conversation Judge Al- 
lison announced the decision of the court to be 
that the motion for an injunction should be 
refused. 


EXCITED PRISON OFFICERS. 








A LIVELY TIME AT A MEETING- OF THE 
LANCASTER INSPECTORS, 
LANCASTER, Penn., Oct. 5.—The Inspect- 
ors’ room of the Lancaster County Jail presented 
a lively scene to-day. The Board of Inspectors 
wus in regular monthly session, and a part of 
its business was to investigate charges of in- 
subordination, defiance of rules, and conduct 
unbecoming an officer preferred against First 
Under-Keeper Stauffer by Prison Keener Burk- 
holder. Before the inquiry began Stauffer, who 
was represented by counsel, said Mr. Burk- 
holder had alleged that he had _ “fur- 
nished prisoners with impressions by which 
they made keys to the prison doors, and he 
demanded that the charges be investigated. 
The keeper simply denied that he had made 


such a charge, and the matter was dropped. Mr. 
Burkholder called a half dozen prison officers to 
prove that Stauffer bad applied opprobrious 
epithets to him, and defied his authority. Stauf- 
fer, under oath, denied much that had been 
sworn to and explained other items, and in con- 
clusion offered his resignation, denouncing 
Burkholder and the officers as being in a con- 
spiracy against him in order to secure his dis- 
missal by the board. 

Both men were excited, and Burkholder, un- 
able to restrain himself, svrang at Stauffer, 
seized him by the throat, and tried to force him 
from the room. Stauffer forced his assailant 
back against the opposite wall, when the In- 
spectors interfered and separated the men. 
Burkholder’s thumb was dislocated, but no 
other damage was done. Both men were then 
sent from the room, and the board decided to 
lay Stauffer’s resignation on the table, anc sent 
him a note of dismissal. Stauffer had already 
surrendere his keys and he refused to receive 
the note. He has sued Burkholder for assault 
and battery.

Henry J. Vilford, President Kentucky Cattle Raising 

Company, Lowisviile, Ky.: 

DEAR SiR: While Mr. Fleming was a-candidate for 
the United States District Attorneyship I was pleased 
with the manverin which he demeaned himself, and 
when the place was given to another he behaved de- 
cently, and seemed to think that, notwithstanding his 
disappcintment, the country and the Democratic Party 
would survive. When I was prepared to appoint 
an Associate Judge in  New-Mexico I sent for 
Mr. Fleming, and offered him the place, which he ac- 
cepted. 1 have never bad any occasion to complain of 
his indorsements, and am very sorry he could not con- 
tinue in the office to which he was appointed. The 
fact is, he won his appointment by his own good con- 
duct and upon his merits. as they were estimated 
after a Dumber of personal interviews, fortified by 
plenty of indorsements by his neighbors and pro- 
Tesslonal brethren, none of which has ever been with- 
drawn.

SNUBBED BY THE VISITORS

SOCIAL CIRCLES IN NEW-HAVEN 
GREATLY AGITATED. 

A VISIT BY THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY OF BOSTON CAUSES MANY 
HEART-BURNINGS., 

Nerw-Haven, Conn., Oct. 5.—There are 
many heart-burnings in New-Haven society this 
evening. They are all occasioned by the visit 
here of that peculiar organization from the Hub 
known as the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
of Boston. It is an old organization, and a 
peculiar one. Like the Old Guard of New-York, 
its chief reason for existence is as a means to 
enable Boston’s busy men to escape jury duty. 
Merchants, bankers, brokers, and officers, volun- 
teer and regular, who have seen service at the 
front. march inits ranks. As each member of 
the battalion wears a different kiud of uniform, 
its appearance is novel and striking. As it comes 
from Boston it is an organization from which 
culture oozes at every pore. 

The Ancient and Honorables make an excur- 
sion every Autumn, and this year this city was 
selected as their visiting place. They differ 
from most military organizations that make ex- 
cursionsin that they pay their own expenses 
wherever they go, and give a reception at which 
the people of the city they visit and the military 
organizations which furnish them an escort are 
their guests. For this reception all the young 
men who aspire to be shining lights in local so- 
ciety of what may be termed the upper middle 


class, and all the dancing men, seek in- 
vitations. Those who receive cards are ex- 
pected to escort two or more ladies each to 
this reception. This is the way in which the 
Boston visitors secure partners for the dance. 
Some Boston wives of the members of this An- 
cient and Honorable organization always accom- 
pany their liexze lords on these excursions to 
keep them out of mischief—and barrooms. The 
liege loras don’t want the common herd to min- 
gle with their esthetic and highly philosophical 
wives and daughters. So they are very careful 
about who they invite to their receptions, the 
selection of eligibles being left to a local com- 
mittee. This selection is what has occasioned 
all the heart-burnings here, and has created a 
regular social cycione. 

When the Boston visitors reached here this 
afternoon they were received and escorted 
about the city by the city battalion of seven 
companies of the Second Conuecticut Regiment. 
This isa decidedly mixed crowd, inciuding one 
company made up entireiy of young Irishmen, 
one of young Germans, a third of clerks and 
local swells, one of milk men—the Horse Guards 
—and the others of young mechanics. The New- 
Haven Gruys aspire to be socially what the 








Seventh Regiment is to New-York or the 
Twenty-third to Brooklyn. Its members 
are eligible dancing men es ae rule. 
They have a uniform like the Seventh 


New-York, a veteran organization like the 
Seventh, und a veteran unitorm like the Seventh. 
They are the leaders in the social set, which, in 
this peculiar city, ranks next to “the college 
set.” When the Boston visitors sent out their 
invitations for their reception they first sent the 
batch to the ** prominent citizens’ approved of 
by the local committee. These came about two 
weeks ago. Last Saturday another lot of invi- 
tations reached here, and these it was which bas 


made all the trouble. They were sent to 
the privates and non-commissioned officers 
of the Grays. Cards of invitation 


were sent only to the three commissioned offi- 
cers of the other organizations. The memuers 
of the six slizhted compunies were naturaily 
much incensed at this, and their feeling was 
shown in their rather depleted ranks in to-day’s 
parade. The Grays, on the other hand, paraded 
with full ranks and rather gioried in the ac- 
knowledzement of theirsocial superiority shown 
by selecting them alone as the recipients of the 
courtesy ot cards to the reception—"* which don’t 
cost them a cent’*—us their envious rivals put it. 

The reception took piace this evening at the 
Union Armory, asort of barracks which all the 
city companies occupy joinily. As it is not 
what an armory should be, owing to the parsi- 
monious State policy, the local companies have 
to contribute a goodly sum annually to keep it 
in repair, and they feel that ail have an equal 
right to share in whatever event ot a social mil- 
itary character tukes place there, This is why 
they take so much to heart this snub from the 
Boston;visitors. The Bostou company sent dec. 
orators last week to trim the barniike structure. 
brought their own caterers to-day, and have 
generally made themselves at bome there since 
their arrival. The feeling created here was 
shown at the reception by the absence of many 
of the officers of the neglected companies, 

The affair took on also a curious politica! 
phase. The local committee made up to send 
out invitations to personsin civil life was com- 
posed largely of Republicans. The Democratic 
minority found themselves badly snubbed by 
the majority when they undertook to put on the 
list certain Democratic Ward magnates, whose 
presence at a reception of any social importance 
would have been about as appropriate as the 
presence of the traditional bull in the tradi- 
tional china shop. From this cause there was 
awar in the committee, some of whom de- 
clined to attend the reception. Demo- 
cratic hearts burned, for Democratic stomachs 
yearned for the punch of cuiture which it was 
reported was to have been distributed with 
lavish band at the fea-t which wasto have fol- 
lowed the dancing. The punch was there, but it 
wet few Democratic lips this evening. 

Socially, the affair was a success—as such 
things go here. Gov. Henry B. Harrison, with 
his gold-braided and brass-buttoned staff, Mayor 
Holcomb, ex-Govs. Bigetow, Ingersoll, and Eng- 
lish; ex-Mayors Lewis, L. W. Sperry, H. M. 
Welch, and Dr. Robertson; Postmaster English,

the brokers; Col. A. G. Osborn. and a host of 
lesser political stars hobnobbed with the 
Boston visitors, in spite of the political 


Deputy Collector of Cus- 
toms Killam, a Republican, who 1s alleged to be 
the father of the political part of the trouble, 
was on hand, suave and happy. ‘lhe cbarge that 
he succeeded in getting invitations sent to the 
Republican politicians throurbhout the State was 
in part verified by the presence of ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. W. H. Buikeley anc bis brother, Mayor 
Bulkeley, of Hartford; Col. Joseph Sheldon, of 
Norwich; Col. John A. Tibbits, of New- 
London, and Other equaliy well known 
workers in State politics. The whole affair wag 
made spicy by the gossin created by this tempest 
in ateapot, and no affair has occasioned so much 
talk here since the murder of Jennie Cramer.

BAPTIST PASTORS TALK POLITICS, 





SOME OF THEM-’INDORSE PROHIBITION BUT 
OPPOSE A THIRD PARTY. 


At the weekly Conference-of the Baptist 
ministers yesterday the Rev. Walter Scott, 
Pastor of the North New-York Church, was 
elected Moderator to serve for the next three 
months, The conference engaged in a discussion 
of the temperance question, in the course of 
which the whole range of the present political 
situation was covered, and the members became 
more or less excited as they expounded their 
own views on prohibition and the comparative 
merits of the Republican and the Democratic 
Parties. The Rey. Dr. Sampson opened the dis- 
eussion by showing that prohibition was older 
than the laws of Moses. The Brahminic law, he 
said, forbade the use of intoxicating wine be~ 
fore the days of the Jewish codifler, and Numa, 
the second King of Rome, prohibited the use of 
wine in religious ceremonies or among the peo- 
ple. The Rey. Mr. Williams, a venerable retired 
clergyman, said that he had voted the vrohibi- 
tion ticket for the last 16 years, and he never ex- 
pected to voteany other. He did not know the 
taste of liquor, and, though he was 83 years 
old, he thought he had more vigor than most 
men of his age,afact which he attributed to 
his having been atotal abstainer all his life. 
The reverend gentleman, notwithstarding his 
age, hasa full head of thick hair, which has 
only turned iron gray, and he was regarded with 
envy by the younger and bald-headed brethren 
who surrounded him. 

The Rey, Dr. R. B. Hull, who gained some no- 
toriety at one time by his bitter attacks on the 
drama, and who had just been defeated as a can- 
didate for Moderator, threw a bombshell into 
the assembly at this point by introducing pol- 
itics into the discussion. He was satisfied, he 
said, that the time had come when Christians 
must take some political step on theirown ac- 
count. He assailed the Republican. Party, 
and proceeded to discuss the exploded accu- 
sation against Mr. Davenport. A dozen 
clergymen sprang to their feet at once, all 


Glamoring for a suspension of the roll- 
call, that they might answer Dr. Hull. For 
a short time the Conference presented

There is not one of us who reads the daily 
papers but must know that he was cragged into 
his connection with liquor dealers on the death 
of a relative, against his will, and solely for the 
defense of the widow and the fatheriess. We 
know, too, that as soon as he had arranged 
things so that that widow and her children could 
not be swindled out of their little all, he dropped 
his connection with the business.”

liquor men is used, to slaughter or elect 
candidates as they were against or for 
temperance, and he _ believed that when 


it became known that the Prohibition men 
were united in this way, the Republican Party 
would soon incorporate in its platform a plank 
declaring the necessity of prohibition.

Dr. Morse said that the Democratic Party was 
essentailly arum party, and it looked for its suc- 
cess this year to the so-called Prohibition Party, 
as an adjunct whose province it was to draw off 
Republican votes. ‘*I ama Prohibitionist,” said 
Dr. Morse, **and I want to prohibit the election 
of Gov.

WHAT HIS DIVISION HAS DONE DURING 


THE LAST THREE MONTHS. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson, chief of the Fourth 
Sanitary Division of the Health Department, 
presented yesterday the report of the operations 
of the division during the past three months. 
During that time there were 1,169 milk inspec- 
tions made, 1,356-specimens of milk examined, 
61¥ quarts of impure milk were destroyed, and 
22 persons were arrested for selling adulterated 
miik. The fruit, fish, and meat inspectors in- 
spected 353 vessels, 2,402 stores, 1,895 licensed 
vendors’ wagons, 168 markets, and 2,399 stands, 
and seized and condemned 37,905 pounds of 
canned goods, 109,144 pounds of meat, 
43,981 pounds of fish, 7.160 pounds of cheese, 472 
barrels, 197 crates, 887 bushels, and 187 baskets of 
apples; 1,740 pineapples, 9,000 bananas, 2,651 
cocoanuts, 311 egg plants, 20 boxes of lemons, 
408 barrels of muskmelons, 13,706 watermelons, 
5 crates of oranges, 1,000 Darrels of pears, 900 
baskets of peaches, 80 bushels of plums, 23 bar- 
rels of potatoes, 100 crates of tomatoes, 1 barrel 
of turnips, 21 tons of miscellaneous fruits and 
vegetables, 4 tubs of butter, 5 boxes of eggs, 
and 2 barrels of pickles. The total number of 
fruit inspections was 7,313, 1,289 violations of the 
sanitary code were discovered, and 483 inspec- 


tions of offensive trades were made. The entire 
number of inspections of all kinds was.15,112. 





THE OWNER OF THE RING FOUND. 
The diamond ring which was found in 


the gutter on Sixth-avenue, between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets, by Samuel Rankins, a colored 
ash-cart driver, on the morning of the 22d ult., 
was yesterday restored to the rightful owner, 
Mr. A. C. Flint, a provision merchant at No. 146 
West-street. The ring was valued at $170. It 
was rather loose, and slipped from the owner's 
finger while he was walking along Sixth-avenue. 
He did not miss it until some time after he lost 
it. The rmng was given by the finder to Ed- 
ward Webber, also colored, who was arrested 
by Detective Casey, of the Twenty-ninth Pre- 
cinct, while he was endeavoring to dispose of it 
in a pawnshop. Webber was_ discharged, and 
the ring was sent to Property Clerk Harriott at 
Police Headquarters. There were many claim- 
ants for the ring, but none of them succeeded in 
proving property. Mr. Flint preduced the 
original importer of the stone, the jeweler who 
had set 2t, and the person from whom he 
bought the ring, and on this testimony the ring 
was given to Mr. Flint, the finder having, 
throurh his counsel, Mr. Hal Bell, signed a re- 
lease to protect the Property Clerk.

PENNSYLVANIA AND’ READING. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—Orders have 

been given to complete the-work on the ®xten- 

sion of the Pennsylvania Railroad in the Schuy!l- 
kill Valley as quickly as possible. It was tho in- 
tention of those engaged in the work to com- 
plete it by May next, but the Lehigh Valley 

Company is making such favorable progress 

upon its portion of the line which is to connect 


with the Pennsylvania that the latter company 
has been compelled to give orders for greater 
speed in the work, and it is now believed that 
it will be in operation by March next, when the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company expects to 
turn an enormous soft coal tonnage down tho 
Schuy!kill Valley from its snowshoe coal fields 
in the Clearfield region. 

The Trustees of the Beading Railroad Com- 
pany who are intrusted with the formulation of 
a scheme for the rehabilitation of that property 
bave given orders for holding three meetings a 
week, with three-hour sessions at each. They 
have hitherto been holding but one mecting a 
week, and the object of the increase is to com- 
plete a plan as quickly as possible.

the road by them. They sont in their figures, 
and on Saturday word was received by 
them that their propositions had been accepted 
and they were ordered to discontinue work on 
the tunnels at once. This morning all the hands 
were discharged and work was generally sus- 
pended. The Kittatinny tunnel, over 4,000 
feet in length, was almost completed. The con- 
tractors say they have the assurance that the 
road will be completed by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad.

A dispatch from Ballston Spa, this State, 
says that Theodore Voorhees, of that place, Su- 
perintendent of the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company, has been appointed Assistant General 
Manager of the New-York Central Railroad. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 5.—A Worcester 
dispatch says that on Saturday last a syndicate 
of stockholders of the Worcester, Nashua and 


Rochester Railroad, which secured control of 
the Board of Directors at the last annual meet- 
ing, bought between 2,000 and 2,500 shares of the 
stock of the road at $100 pershare. This stock 
belonged to Messrs. Smith and Salisbury, and it 
is thought that the movement has something to 
do with the plan of the Old Colony Road to form 
a line between Boston and Worcester, though 
this is not definitely stated.

DEATH FROM AN OPERATION.

THE SAD ROMANCE OF A PRETTY BROOK- 
LYN SHOPGIRL. 

When only 7 years old, little Justine L. 
Rosenberg came to America with her parents 
from Sweden, and since then has lived in Brook- 
lyn. The little child grew upto be a beautiful 
girl and from the time of her fourteenth birth- 
day she had beaus by the score. Her parents 
were poor,and three years ago, when she was 
16 years old, Justine started to make her own 


living, having obtained a position as sales- 
woman in Wechsler & Abraham’s dry goods 
house. While there she became aquainted with 
two young men, who are supposed to be in the 
dry goods trade, and with whom she frequently 
went to the theatres and other resorts. 

For some reason, at the end of last July, the 
girl gave up her position, and since then has not 
done any work. She boarded with her older sister 
at No. 299 Adams-street. Five weeksago, Justine 
cailed upon Dr. George Drury, of No. 195 Adams- 
street, and, telling him that her husband, a 
traveling salesman, was then away, asked him 
to perform an operation. The physician, not- 
withstanding the girl’s piteous pleadings, says 
he absolutely refused to do anything of the 
kind, and she went away. A week later, Dr. 
Drury says, he was calied to attend the girl, who 
confessed to him that she had taken a decoction 
which, she had been told, would eifect her pur- 
pose. The doctor prescribed for her, and after 
some little time she recovered. Ten days ago 
he was again sent for,and found Justine in a 
most precarious condition. She said that she 
had given birth toa still-born child. Dr. Drury 
treated her, but his patient grew worse, and on 
Thursday iast he called in Prof. McCorkle for 
consultation, Notwithstanding the efforts of 
both physicians, Justine sank lower and Jower 
until Saturday last, and then she died. Dr. 
Drury gave a certificate of death, giving as the 
cause septicoemia following premature birth, 
and the Board of Heaith issued a burial permit. 

On Sunday afternoon a friend of the dead girl 
informed the police of the First Précinct that 
an operation had been performed upon the un- 
fortunate girl by some pbysician, and Coroner 
Menninger was asked to investigate. The County 
Physician, br. Shepard, yesterday made an au- 
topsy, andfound unmistakable evidences that 
instruments had been used. The burial was 
allowed to take place then, and yesterday after- 
noon, attended by a few friends, the remains 
were interred in Greenwood Cemetery. The po- 
lice and the Coroner are doing everything in 








their power to find the young men 
with whom the _ girl _, associated, and 
through them the identity of the person 


who performed the operation. A few days be- 
fore the child was born it is said that Justine 
went to Newark, N. J., where she had friends, 
and it is thought that while there she submitted 
to the operation which cost her her life. 

On Friday night she revealed the name of her 
betrayer to her sister, but that young woman 
persistently refuses to tell it to the police. Dr. 
Drury, when asked why he did not report the 
case, said that he imagined that from the man- 
ner in which he made out the death certificate 
the Boara of Health would make an investiga- 
tion.

DOES HUBERT O, THOMPSON WANT’ 
TO BE COUNTY CLERK? 
ANXIETY OF TAMMANY MEN FOR LOCAL 
HARMONY—PLANS FOR THE STATE CAM- 
PAIGN, &C. 

The local politicians were last night dis- 
cussing two choice morsels of political news. 
One was that Hubert O. Thompson was a candi- 
date for County Clerk on a union Democratic 
ticket, and the other was that the Tammany 
Hall County Convention, which is to be held 
in Tammany Hall to-day, would, besides ap- 
pointing a committee to confer with the 
other local factions on the subject of 
union, renominate Justice George C. Bar- 
rett for the Supreme Court. The question 
of Mr. Thompson's candidacy hinges upon re- 
marks which have recently been thrown out by 
some of hisfriends to the effect that it would 
strengthen him with the Administration to run 
for a county office and be elected. While, how- 
ever, this isthe story that it is desired shall be 
published, it is well known to the initiated that 
there is a contest in the County Democracy over 
the question of unioa which bids fair to cause 
serious trouble unless a firm hand steadies the 
machinery of the organization. This contest 
can best be understood by taking a glance over 
the fleld. 

The fact thatthe Tammany leaders were last 
night talking just asloudly for union as they 
have been heretofore, and that there was a per- 
ceptible changein the attitude of certain County 
Democrats who have hitherto been pronounced 
in favor of running a straight county ticket, 
furnishes the key to the situation. These men, 
many of whom have beon against a union under 
any circumstances, were ‘last night saying that 
as Gov. Hill and his friends thought aunion was 
desirable they supposed an arrangement must 
4 cn into with Tammany Hall and Irving 

fll. 

Various exouses were offered for the changed 
front on the part of some of Hubert 0. Thomp- 
son’s lieutenants. Some said it was a part of a 
plan which had been devised, the result of which 
would be to throw dust in the eyes of the Tam- 
many men and inthe eyes of certain other strong 
supporters of Gov. Hill. It was said the plan 
was to receive the Tammany conference com- 
mittee courteously, and to open negotiations 
toward securing harmony. Atthe proper time 
these negotiations would be broken off on the 
ground that Tammany Hall had demanded too 
much. Thena straight ticket would be nomi- 
nated. Those who took this view of the situa- 
tion said that the rupture of the negotiations 
would ostensibly be caused by a refusal of the 
County Democracy to indorse certain Tammany 
men who are.well known as “slated” for some 
of the judicial positions. 

Another suggestion was also offered for the 
changed attitude of certain of the Osunty 
Democracy men. This was to the effect that 
Mr. Thompson had come to the conclusion that 
it would be bad policy to further build up what 
has come to be termed the Grace faction in the 
organization, The members of this coterle in- 
clude Police Justice ** Andy” White, Fire Com- 
missioner Henry D. Purroy, John Halloran, 
District Attorney Randolph B. Martine, and 
others. It is claimed that if Mr, White should 
be nominated for Sheriff and elected, and Mayor 
Grace should thereby have the appointment of 
anew Police Justice, Mr. Thompson's power in 
ie SRS would be weakened proportion- 
ately. 

The County Democrats gathered in full force 
in the New-Amsterdam Club last night and dis- 
cussed the situation. The meeting developed 
the fact that Mayor Grace’s friends and other 
adherents of Mr, White were still anxious for a 
three-cornered fight. A gentlemanin the full- 
est confidence of Mr. Thompson asked if those 
who were not in favor ofaunion had heard 
from Gov. Hill in reply to a communication 
which had been sent to him assuring him that, 
by not having a unioen local ticket, a fuller 
Democratic vote would be polled for the State 
ticket. The answer was returned that Gov. Hill 
was not satisfied with the representations, and 
was bound to have a union. 

The decision of Tammany Hall to renominate 
Justice Barrett was come to last night at a con- 
ference held atan up-town resort. Fire Com- 
missioner Richard Croker was the only one of 
the leaders who at first stood in the way of his 
renomination, but he gave way after listening 
to the views ot some of his colleagues, and the 
decision was unafimous onthe question. It was 
agreed that Tammany Hall could not afford to 
raise an issue before the people on Justice Bar- 
rett, and that by nominating him at their con- 
vention to-day they would, in a measure at 
least. take the wind outof thesallsof the County 
Democracy leaders, who had only recommended 
to their County Convention‘the renomination of 
the Justice. 

The frequenters of both the State Committee 
headquarters were last night diecussing the 
prospects fora union of the Jocal Democratic 
factions. Capt. Chester 8. Cole, the Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, was at the 
headquarters in the Gilsey House all the even- 
ing. Hesaid that, so faras the committee was 
concerned, no one cared a fig whether the Demo- 
crats here madea unionor not. Those in charge 
of the campaign did not consider it would make 
any material difference in the State contest 
either way. Mr. Ira Davenport, the Republican 
candidate for Governor, is expected in the city 
to-morrow evening, and on Friday a meetirg of 
the Executive Committee will be heid. 

There were many Visitors to the rooms of the 
Democratic State Committee in the Hoffman 
House. Senator J. Hampden Robb dropped in 
to say a good word for Gov. Hill, and among the 
other visitors were President Adolph $8. Sanger, 
of the Board of Aldermen; James E. Morrison, 
William S. Andrews, Senator John C. Jacobs 
Senator Henry C. Nelson, of Sing Sing; United 
States Senator B. F. Jonas, of Louisiana, and 
Assemblyman Louis K. Church, of agen 
County.

The old New-York volunteer firemen 
ran with the machine again-yesterday. Tbe his- 
torical force engines that have rusted in barns 
and rotted away in cellars were pullea out to 
the Hght, burnished up again, surrounded by 
fire laddies in red shirts and shovel hats, and led 
in a lurid and triumphant procession down 
Broadway. Then they took the boat for Sulzer’s 


Harlem River Park. There was “No, 39,” that 
for 40 years has rested at Newtown, Long Isl- 
and, since it was taken from its famous fort- 
ress _at No. 4 Doyers-street and given to 
the Wandowenocks there. ‘There was the old 
Washington, “No. 1,” with a nozzle 10 
feet long, that used to be housed in Beekman- 
street, andthe improved engines, trucks, reels, 
and carts were gathered togetherin the centre 
of the athletic track, and the old boys, who used 
to know that every fire meant a fight and every 
run a riot, gathered affectionately about t he 
old machines ani told riotous tales of the da s 
of * Bill” Poole, Turner, Baker, and Morrissey. 
Last year the boys gave a ball for their charita- 
ble fund, but this time President John Decker 
thought that a barbecue and festival would give 
the best opportunity to reproduce the early days 
of New-York, and so the boys came out for fun, 
And they enjoyed it to the full. That isa privi- 
lege universally accorded to veterans. 

The day opened with shooting matohes, and 
was followed by a programme of track athletics. 
Among these nothing occasioned quite eo much 
hilarity as the one-mile foot race, open to all 
men over 50 years of age and weighing over 200 
pounds. ** Paddy” Burns managed to “chin 
the tape” at the finish in 16:48. Was a great 
triumph, but it took nearly a keg of beer to re- 
suscitate him.

President Decker, with tears in his eye, made 
allusion to the time when he and two picked 
friends could devour a whole ox, and then the 
carvers thrust their big knives into the juicy 
flanks. Hundreds ate of the bovine roast from 
platters of hard tack, and then they turned their 
attention to the fireworks. The chief piece 
here was an old-style engine set piece. which 
looked so natural in the shower of sparks that 
some one at once set fire to the house 
and fire scene that had been prepared at 
the Mount Morris Theatre, and amid ortes of 
‘Jump her lively, boys,”’ all the old machines 
were started by the veterans. The alarm ee. 
** Let her go!” yelled the chief through his big 
speaking trumpet. Then there was a race to got 
water on first, several collisions taking place on 
the way, and finally some adventurous firemen 
were rescued from the flames by the old 
‘““vamps,” who enjoyed the sport till they 
were too tired to stand. 

Every one of the old firemen is something of a 
politician at heart, and it was not surprising to 
see all the ward bosses and other !ocai celebrities 
among the crowd. Of course they had only 
come to see the fun and grow chummy in rem- 
iniscences of the old times.

THE DIFFERENCE DIFFERENT COUNSEL FIND 
IN THE CITY’S DEBT. 

Argument was heard by Judge J. F. 
Daly,in the Court of Common Pleas, Special 
Term, onthe demurrerto the complaint in the 
suitof the Bleecker-Street Savings Bank, the 
Emigrant Industrial Savings Bank, Robert 
Goelet, and Joshua Jones as holders of $11,000,- 
000 of city bonds against the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners. Tho action is to prevent the de- 
fendants from issuing $2,000,000 of ponds for the 
purpose of enabling the Dock Commissioners 
to carry on their work. It is claimed by the 
plaintiffs that the city now owes $126,871,188 58, 
or $10,000,000 in excess of 10 per cent. of the as- 
sessed valuation-of the real estate subject to tax- 
ation, and that, as the constitutional amend- 
ment adopted last year thus Hmits the power of 
the city to incur indebtedness, the bonds cannot 
be legally issued. In opposition to this view it 
is asserted that the city's indebtedness is really 
only $92,000,000, as the par value of the bonds in 
the sinking fund should be deducted from the 
nominal aggregate indebtedness, 

When the case was called yesterday Aasistant 
Corporation Counsel Scott obtained leave to file 
a copy of the opinion rendered by Corporation 
Counsel Lacombe last Winter in favor of the 
theory of the plaintiffs as explanatory of the 
failure of the Corporation Counsel to appear 
for the defense. 

Mr. John E, Develin, who appeared as special 
counsel for the Sinking Fund Oommissioners, 
argued thatthe word “indebtedness” used in 
the constitutional amendment meant the aggre- 
gate of the debts really owed by thecity, It 
was absurd, he said, to say that the bonds re- 
deemed and held by the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners was a part of the oity’s debt. If the 
were, the $34,000,000 they represented was wasted. 
It they stood for investments and must be sold, 
then an endless process was to be begun, and 
from time to time bonds were to be issued by 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners without spe- 
cific warrant of law. 

Mr. Simon Sterne arguedthat to assume that 
the $34,000,000 of bonds was not part of the city’s 
indebtedness was to assume that the trust of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners was destroyed, 
The Commissioners, he said, were not always 
bound, asthey are now, to buy city bonds, but 
could make other investments considered to be 
more advantageous totheirtrust. They were 
Trustees of the means to extinguish the city 
debt in time, but were not to extinguish that 
debt by slow degrees through the purchase of 
city bonds.

Excise Commissioner MORRIS continued 
his testimony yesterday before the Senate 
investigating committee. He has made it 
plain that as amember of the board he has 
persistently protested against granting l- 
censes to disreputable places and to persons 
who were known violators of the law, and 
has been almost uniformly overruled by his 


two colleagues. His standard of judging 
the character of persons and places is 
quite different from that of Mr. MitcH- 
ELL, who affected to believe that 
some of the most notorious. resorts 
in the city were visited by respect- 
able men and women for innocent diver- 
sion. Of course, the favor shown by the 
majority of the board to the keepers of 
gambling houses, dance halls, concert sa- 
loons, and resorts of thieves and prosti- 
tutes had a motive not wholly uncon- 
nected with political influence, but the 
source of the influence has not yet been 
made plain. Commissioner HAUGHTON is 
now to have an opportunity to explain, 
but he will probably not throw much light 
on this question. It would be interesting 
to know just where the ‘‘ pull” with the 
Excise Commissioners came in, but it is 
not necessary to a judgment of their con- 
duct in disregarding the law from which 
their powers are derived. 








The attempt of the Rev. Dr. HuLL, a 
Christian minister, to rehash the exploded 
story of IRA DavVENPORT’S connection 
with the Pieasant Valley Wine Company 
before acongregation of Christian minis- 
ters yesterday and to give it a coloring 
which every reader of a newspaper knows 
that the facts do not justify, was about 
as edifying a spectacle as that reverend 
gentleman’s former attacks upon the stage 
and its patrons, in which he gained noto- 
riety, indeed, but scarcely of the kind that 
he was seeking. Precisely why the ques- 
tion of politics should have been thrust 
upon the Baptist Pastors it is not easy to 
see, unless Dr. HULL wished to stir up the 
-breeze that he did, It is pleasant to 












note, however, that. a number of the 
clergymen were anxious to do justice to 
Mr. DAVENPORT, and prevent the uncalled- 
for attack from going out to the world as 
sanctioned by the conference as a body, 
and that when at last the Rev. Mr. Monr- 
GOMERY secured the floor he promptly ex- 
posed the misrepresentations of Dr. HULL. 








Advices from 81 of the 87 departments of 
France show that in the elections of Sun- 
day the ‘‘ Conservatives” have made ex- 
tensive gains, having captured 93 seats 
and lost but 5. The returns show 165 
seats carried by them, and but 141 
by the Republicans. This gives them 
a majority of 24 in a _ total of 
306. There are, however, 557 seats 
in the Chamber of Deputies, and in 202 
cases there was no choice. It is more 
than probable that with the lesson taught 
the Republicans of the folly of the divis- 
ions by which they have been torn they 
will come together and save enough of 
these seats to retain their majority in 
the Chamber. As two of the present 
Ministers, Messrs. MaGNAaN (Commerce) 
and GOBLET, (Public Instruction,) have 
failed of re-election, the Cabinet will have 
to be recast, if not entirely changed. The 
so-called Conservative Party is a combi- 
nation of the Bonapartist and Legitimist 
*‘remnants” with the Orleanists, and its 
success has in almost every case been due 
to Republican quarrels. 





It is one of the inevitable consequences 
of the arbitrary anti-Chinese law of our 
Government that, in trying to enforce it, 
we should get into all sorts of complica- 
tions. The latest reported is the discovery 
of a lawof the Dominion of Canada re- 
quiring the payment of $50 for every 
Chinaman sent across the border. As our 
customs officers are directed to send back 
to British soil every Celestial coming 
thence to our own free land in violation 
of the terms of the restriction act, the 
situation is perplexing. If such a law 
really is in operation in Canada we are 
the last who have any right to complain 
of it, since it is only a shrewd and money- 
making application of our own principle 
of exclusion. It would not be a bad idea, 
were it legally practicable, to tax the 
Chinaphobists of the Pacific slope to raise 
the money to pay this readmission fee. 








The cable dispatch from London to the 
effect that Belgium has withdrawn from 
the Monetary Convention is somewhat 
vague at best, and requires confirmation. 
That Belgium has refused to send her 
delegate to the sessions of the convention 
to discuss the renewal of the Latin union 
is possible, but not probable. Such a step 
would be extremely offensive to France, 
and justly so, since the union could not 
be renewed without Belgium’s consent, 
and refusal to discuss the matter further 
would be wholly unnecessary. If Belgium 
is determined not to renew the union she 
would hardly care to provoke France by 
gratuitous rudeness, because the French 
Government can certainly, if it chooses, 
force Belgium to redeem the silver coined 
by her mints, whether for her own peo- 
ple or for foreigners. This process at best 
would make much _ confusion, which 
would be increased if bad blood was stirred 


up between the two peoples. 





MR. TILDEN AS A WITNESS FOR 
AIL, 

The Brooklyn Eagle has been contem- 
plating Mr. Tipen’s celebrated statue 
of himself as Hercules Slaying the 
Tammany Hydra, and it is charmed. 
This fine old work of art has recently 
been dusted and set before the public 
anew, along with other masterpieces from 
the same distinguished hand in Mr. JoHN 
BIGELOW’s ‘‘ Writings and Speeches of 
SaMUEL J. TILDEN.” We had fully ex- 
pected that some or all of Gov. HILL’s or- 
gans would fall upon Mr. TILDEN’s Tweed 


monographs, and print them in full as a 
crushing reply to THe Timgs’s charges, 
accompanied with proofs, that Davip B. 
HILL was Mr. TWEED’s partner and tool. 
The Eagile’s ‘‘ Reminiscences of TWEED,” 
therefore, have not surprised us. 
Accepting Mr. TiLDEN’s account of his 
struggles against the ring with the un- 
questioning faith of a child, the Eagle 
follows jauntily a line of argument some- 
thing like this: Mr. TILDEN began his 
fight against the Tweed ring in 1870 by 
opposing the passage of the new charter, 


but THE Ties regarded TWEED and his 
associates as ‘‘a body of high-minded, 
public-spiritec gentlemen” until ‘‘ the 
latter part of 1870.” If THE Times 
did not discover the wicked character and 


evil purposes of the ring, pray how could 


Mr. Hitt, a guileless young man from 


Chemung, ‘‘ unfamiliar with the secrets 
of public life,” be expected to know that 
the man with whom he entered into 
partnership in the newspaper business in 


July, 1870, was a thief? ; 
Tue Tres was edited in 1870, as now, 


by mere finite human beings, and it must 
plead guilty to such limitations of fore- 
sight as precluded its pergeiving in the 
early part of that year that in the middle 
of the next it would publish to the world 
the secret accounts of the ring, and bring 
about its downfall. It was unable to ex- 
pose the plans of the ring before the ring 
had formed them and given some inkling 
of how they would work. This was a 
@veakness, of course, but it was a weak- 
ness THE TIMES shared with all its con- 
temporaries, with the entire population 
of the city, and in particular with Mr. 
SamugEL J. TmLDEN. And since it is upon 
Mr. TILDEN’s contributions to history that 
this defense of Mr. HILL is founded, we 
wish in all candor and disinterestedness 
to caution the Brooklyn Eagle and other 
Hill organs to accept Mr. TILDEN’s esti- 
mate of his own services against the Tweed 
ring with some necessary grains of 
allowance. It is a pleasant tale which 
the Sage of Greystone tells of his early 
efforts to stay and undo the work of the 
malefactors of the ring, of his desire ‘‘ to 
save from degradation the great party 
whose principles and traditions were mine 
[his] by inheritance and conviction,” of 
his *‘ holding wearily the end of a rope” 
to keep ‘‘the State organization in abso- 
lute independence,” and so on for pages, 
but it is all fiction, myth, fable. Mr. Ti- 
DEN no doubt did, previous to 1870. 


and in that year, make war on some 
men who afterward became conspicuous 
as associates and fellow-thieves of TWEED, 
but that 
with the schemes of the ring to get at the 
City Treasury than with the carrying out 
of the decisions of the Council of Trent. It 
was not until some years later, when Mr. 
TILDEN had discovered the immense polit- 
ical advantages of being a reformer, that 
it broke over him somewhat suddenly 
that he bad been the earliest opponent of 
the Tweed ring; and when, late, but 
heartily, he joined in the great work 
THE Times had so vigorously begun, he 
was still fresh from intimate political 
association with the stanchest support- 
ers of the men it then became his ac- 
cepted duty to denounce as they deserved. 

But all this has very little to-do with 
Davip B. Hr.w’s career in the Legislature 
of 1871. We may admit that Mr. HILL 
was young; that he was from Chemung; 
that he was green, even, though the evi- 
dence is all the other way; but it is a 
historical fact that long before the Legis- 
lature of that year assembled at Albany 
THE Times had denounced TWEED as a 
plunderer, and had warned the people 
of the city and the Legislature of the 
dangerous character of his public schemes. 
Davin B. HILL, the successor in the As- 
sembly of Epwarp L. PaTRICK, who was 
amost faithful servant of TWEED’s, did 
not take his seat in the Assembly Cham- 
ber in such entire ignorance of his master’s 
character asthe Eagle would gladly believe. 
And the unflagging zeal with which he 
supported all the infamous measures of 
the ring in that session of 1871, working 
side by side with the most openly and 
shamelessly disreputable men who have 
ever disgraced politics and public office in 
this State in aid of legislation which bore 
upon its very face the stamp of its cor- 
rupt origin, leaves no room for doubt in 
unprejudiced minds that he knew per- 
fectly well what manner of man he served 
and fully understood the nature of the 
work he did. 











THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 


The spoilsmen are evidently badly both- 
ered by the resignation of Mr. DoRMAN 
B. Eaton from the United States Civil 
Service Commission and the uncertainty 
(to them) of what may follow. They in- 
fer that the commission will be entirely 
reorganized, and they are asking them- 
selves with anxious hearts in what direc- 
tion the effect of the change will be felt. 
Mr. Eaton has been the most conspicuous 
member of the commission. For reasons 
of their own the enemies of the reform 
have chosen to link his name very closely 
with the system. They have taken up 
the habit of calling it the ‘“‘ Eatonian” sys- 
tem. Everything they could find or invent 
tosay against Mr. EaTon they have said in 
hope to discredit the reform. Some of 
them now wish they had followed a 
slightly different course. The President 
having said to Mr. Eaton, ‘‘I cannot re- 
frain from expressing my sincere regret 
that you have determined to withdraw 
from a position in the public service where 
your intelligent performance of duty has 
been of inestimable value to the country,” 
the reactionists perceive that they have 
not hurt the reform much by associating 
Mr. EaTon’s name s0 intimately with it. 
And they are watching with much un- 
easiness to see what the President is to do 
next, 

On that point we-can give them a hint, 
which would not be necessary to them if 
they had not been so blinded by their 
hatreds and prejudices that they could 
not interpret what was going on under 
their eyes. It is this, that the President, 
in selecting a successor for Mr. Eaton, or 
for any other member of the commission 
who may retire, will be perfectly sure to 
see that the reform to which he is pledged 
shall not sufferany harm. It ought to be 
plain to any observer of ordinary 
common sense that Mr. CLEVELAND un- 
derstands the exact function and value 
of the Civil Service Commission, that he 
knows that it was provided by law to 
“‘aid” him, ‘‘ as he may request,” in the 
selection of appointees for a certain por- 
tion of the civil service known as the 
‘‘ classified service” by means of open 
competitive examinations, and that he 
has taken upon himself so unqualifiedly 
the responsibility for the performance of 
that work that he will seek ‘‘ aid” in it 
only from those who are as sincerely de- 


voted to it as he is himself, And while the 


duties of the commission are extremely 
important, they are in a very peculiar 
manner and degree auxiliary and subor- 
dinate. The power of the President over 


the part of the service covered by the 


law remains entirely unimpaired, and the 


law does nothing but authorize him to 
use certain agencies, of which the com- 
mission is the chief, to secure the more 
efficient exercise of that power. Itis with 


him, and with him alone, that rests the 
responsibility in the matter; with him lies 


the absolute and unfettered discretion. 
He will, therefore, act in regard to the 
commission in the spirit he has steadfastly 


and consistently shown in the treatment 
‘of the service. 

The spoilsmen havea curiously inade- 
quate and distorted impression of the 
President’s character if they suppose that 
he would, under any circumstances, re- 
sort to the cowardly expedient of weaken- 
ing the reform throngh the selection of 
unfriendly or incompetent Commissioners 
to perform the duties assigned them in its 
administration. He is not that sort of 
man, He would feel under no necessity 
of putting the reform in hostile hands in 
order to defeat it, had he any such desire, 
As, on the contrary, he has a very firm 
and very clearly avowed and consist- 
ently maintained purpose to. enforce 
the reform, he will unquestionably choose 
the chief instruments in the reform in a 
way tocarry out his purpose. The law 
authorizing him to appoint the three Com- 
‘missioners imposes the single condition 
that not more than two of them shall be 
adherents of the same party. Some of 
the spoils organs seem to imagine that this 
tf requirement means that not more than 
two of the Commissioners shall be 
in favor of the reform. They have 
worked themselves into the notion that 
the real division of parties at the 








present time in the United States is be- 


warfare had no more to do’ 
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tween the reform party and the anti-re- 
form party, aid they have had the im- 
pudence to suggest that the President 
shall recognize this division. He isin no 
danger of doing so. He is not foolish 
enough to interpret the law in that way. 
It will be found when he shall have reor- 
ganized the commission that, whatever 
may be the political associations of the 
members, they will be in entire agreement 
among themselves and with the President 
in their loyalty to the reform. Itis time 
this fact was distinctly recognized. The 
spoilsmen, if they are determined to fight 
the reform, must make up their minds 
that they will have to fight the President 
also. That is what in reality they are 
doing now, and whatever illusions they 
may entertain as to the result are not 
shared by the country—or by the Presi- 
dent. 








THE NEW WAR SHIPS. 


In his speech to the graduating class at 
Annapolis a few months ago Secretary 
WHITNEY, referring to naval construction, 
declared that he had no doubt that under 
the plans about to be carried out ‘“‘ we 
shall again take our place at the head, 
where we were wont to be, and where we 
belong.” 

The report which has just been made 
by the Naval Board, of which Commo- 
dore J. G. WALKER is President, is fully 
up to the level of the Secretary’s declara- 
tion. For its new cruisers and gunboats 
it demandsa speed which would put them 
in the front rank of unarmored vessels of 
their types; and should they also secure 
the structural strength and battery power 
which they contemplate, the new vessels 
will be very nearly or quite ‘‘at the head” 
of their classes. 

The Naval Appropriation act passed by 
Congress near the close of the last session, 
in authorizing the construction of addi- 
tional vessels, also empowered the Secre- 
tary to select a new Advisory Board for 
them—unless he should choose to employ 
the existing one. The bitterness excited 
by the Dolphin controversy made it prac- 
tically impossible to take the latter course, 
even had it been wise to intrust the new 
vessels to a board whose planning of the 
Roach cruisers had been so much criticised 
on account of the performances of the 
first one finished. But Mr. WHITNEY’s 
public spirit and sense of official duty 
were shown in his placing upon the present 
board Mr. F. T. BOWLES, who drew up 
the reports of the Advisory Board ap- 
pointed in 1882 and was a conspicuous 
advocate of them. His name is signed, 
as Acting Secretary, to the present report, 
and his selection indicated that Mr. 
WHITNEY was determined to get the 
full advantage of all preceding inquiries 
and ideas, without regard to personal 
or Official controversies. The members of 
the board, besides those already spoken 
of, are Mr. WINTER, the well known con- 
structing engineer; Commodore WILSON, 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, and Commanders Sampson and 
GoopricH. The advertisements for pro- 
posals, issued last May, called for plans 
for either vessels or parts of vessels, to be 
handed in by the middle of July. About 
70 plans in all, we believe, were handed 
in, but of these only nine or ten were for 
complete vessels. The board promptly 
went to work, not only to examine these 
plans, but to draw plans and recommenda- 
tions of its*own. 

Congress, it will be remembered, pro- 
vided for four vessels, two to be cruisers 
each of not less than 8,000 and not more 
than 5,000 tons displacement, one a heavily 
armed gunboat of about 1,600 tons, and one 
a light gunboat of about 800. For the 
two larger vessels the board advises 
twin-screw protected cruisers, with un- 
sheathed hulls of mild steel throughout; 
that the battery of one of them should 
consist of two 8-inch and twelve 6-inch 
rifled breechloaders, mounted in and 
about a central superstructure, and the 


battery of the other of twelve 6-inch guns, 
on the open deck—besides secondary bat- 
teries for each of Hotchkiss and Gatling 
guns, and a Whitehead torpedo outfit; that 
the engines and boilers should, with forced 
draught, develop 8,500 collective indicated 


horse power for four consecutive hours— 
the engines being of the direct-acting, two- 
cylinder compound type; and that there 
should be fair sail power, under brig rig. 
The heavy gunboat should be a steel 
twin-screw vessel carrying six 6-inch 
breech-loading rifles, besides machine 


guns and torpedoes; the indicated horse 
power 8,300. In the light gunboat the 
hull should be composite, framed with 
steel and planked with pine; the engines 
should develop 1,300 horse power, and the 
battery contain four 6-inch breechloaders, 


with Hotchkiss cannon and so on. The 
dimensions for the large cruisers are, 
length, 300 feet; beam, 49; mean load 
draught, 19 feet. Those of the heavy 
gunboat are 2380 feet, 36 feet, and 14, 


with a load displacement of 1,700 tons, 


There are provisions for watertight subdi- 
visions and protective steel decks, and, of 
course, details as to the.size and character 


of the boilers. 


The speed of the two cruisers over the 
measured course, under the conditions al- 
ready imposed, ‘‘ should be 18 knots per 
hour,” while even for the heavily armed 
gunboat it should be 16 knots, and for the 
light gunboat 14 knots. Here we strike 
upon the main point to consider. The 
Dolphin’s speed, according to the report 
of the Belknap board, was on three occa- 
sions, in the smooth waters of Long Island 
Sound, only 15 knots; yet she was built 
as a dispatch boat, in which much was 
subordinated to the great demand for 
speed. Mr. WHITNEY concluded that she 
would have ‘‘ between 12 and 13 knots as 
her probable sea speed in service.” The Bos- 
ton and Atlanta are not expected to have 
over 18 knots of sea speed, and the Chicago 
not over 14 or 15. When we find the new 
board laying plans for a speed far in ad- 
vance of that which was looked for in the 
four steel vessels just mentioned we see 
that it really means to fulfill the demands 
of the last Naval Appropriation act, call- 
ing for ‘“‘ additional vessels of the best and 
most modern design, having the highest 
attainable speed.” 

It may be added that while there are 
cruisers in the fleets of foreign powers 
that make 18 knots, they are few in num- 
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ber. The Mercury, a swift dispatch ves- 
sel, has made 18 1-2 knots, but it is not 
such a fighting vessel as is contemplated 
by our Naval Board. The Esmeralda, 
peerless thus far in her class, has made 
18 1-4 knots on the measured course. Two 
or three others claim about 18 knots, and 
then there is a sudden fall to 17 and a 
fraction. It is clear that the new Naval 
Board aims at substantial equality with 
the fastest. It is to be hoped that the 
next step to take, that of practical con- 
struction, will find these high aims carried 
to accomplishment. 











THE CITY DEMOCRATS. 


Last year, when there was a feeling of 
pronounced hostility in Tammany Hall 
toward the national Democratic ticket, 
that organization boldly made its own 
nominations for local offices and re- 
jected all overtures for union with 
other factions. It bestowed all its ener- 
gies upon the local canvass, and did not 
hesitate to sell out the Electoral ticket 
wherever it could thereby get votes for 
its own candidates, It failed in all its 
purposes, and was apparently left with- 
out prestige or power. This year it united 
with Gov. Hint and helped him to control 
the State Convention. The nominations 
made at Saratoga were a distinct triumph 
for Tammany and the corrupt ele- 
ments, and now it aims at a complete 
restoration of its prestige and of its local 
power by securing a union of the factions 
not only to support its State ticket, but to 
give it a new hold in the city. Sucha 
union, if it should succeed in its purposes, 
would result in restoring Tammany toa 
dominating position in the Democratic 
politics of the city, if not of the State. 
When the national: ticket did not meet 
its wishes it declined a union and worked 
for itself alone. Now that it has a State 
ticket which suits its purposes it calls for 
a union, that the other Democratic fac- 
tions may help it to accomplish its ends 
and place themselves in practical sub- 
ordination to its leadership. 

There is no reason to doubt that Tam- 
many will work heartily for the election 
of the State ticket. It will have more to 
gain by its success than by any local re- 
sult that might be secured by trading it 
off for the benefit of minor candidates. 
When its followers quietly knifed the na- 
tional ticket they knew they had nothing 
to expect from an Administration headed 
by Mr. CLEVELAND. Now they have a 
candidate in the State of their own choice, 
and they know that they have much to 
expect from him if they can succeed in 
electing him, and they probably had 
very distinct promises from him when 
they worked for his nomination. 
The State patronage which will be 
at the disposal of the next Governor 
will be considerable, especially if he has a 
Senate in political sympathy with him. 
During his term of office, and for the 
most part near its beginning, he will have 
occasion to appoint a Railroad Commis- 
sioner, a Superintendent of Prisons, a Su- 
perintendent of Public Works, a Superin- 
tendent of Banks, a Superintendent of 
Insurance, a member of the Court of 
Claims, three Quarantine Commissioners 
for this port, a Captain of the Port and 
nine Harbor Masters, a Health Officer, a 
Commissioner of Emigration under the 
law of 1888, nine Port Wardens, an In- 
spector of Gas Meters, a Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics, three State Assessors, a 
Dairy Commissioner, and several other of- 
ficers of less importance, to say noth- 
ing of his personal staff and numerous 
Trustees of public institutions. Tamma- 
ny’s expectant share in this distribution 
of favors will not be small if its candidate 
for Governor is elected. It has received 
little and expects to receive little at the 
hands of the Federal Administration. 
What it can hope to secure in the local 
field is small compared to its stake in the 
State canvass. If it gets what it will 
claim from the Governor its power in 
State politics will be greatly increased, 
and that will enhance its chances of re- 
covering ground in the city, and its rivals 
will be sure to feel the effects of its ex- 
altation. 

It is easy enough to understand Tam- 
many’s present desire to secure Dem- 
ocratic union in this city, for through 
such a union it counts upon. gain- 
ing its power in State and local pol- 
itics and making it greater than it ever 
was before. But it is not easy to conceive 


why the County Democracy should be 


eager to work for its own political debase- 
ment. Whatever may be the faults and 
shortcomings of that organization, it 
sprang into existence asa protest in the 


Democratic Party of the city against the 


autocratic and corrupt methods of Tam- 


many, and it has been allied with efforts 
to secure better government and more 
Democratic methods of management. 
It was identified last year with re- 


form in national, State, and munic- 


ipal administration, and won ‘the 


sympathy of many outside the Demo- 
cratic lines. It stands to-day allied with 
the better tendency of the party. It has 


been of service to the cause of better gov- 
ernment and better politics, and has placed 
itself in a position to command the help of 
independent citizens against the Tammany 
power. Union with Tammany now means 
for it debasement, loss of influence, and 
the sacrifice of its future, for such union 
would only assist that organization into a 
position to crush it. There is not much in 
the local field to divide this year, but 
there is much at stake for those Demo- 
crats who do not wish to see Tammany 
again a dominating power in the city and 
the State. Considering the number of 
these, it is doubtful even if a formal union 
effected by the leaders would help the 
State ticket.

in undertaking to agree upon what will 
be a reasonable charge, The Sulphur Dis- 
infecting Company is waiting for the 
Health Officer’s approval, and has not yet 
fixed a price for its work, Thus the pleas- 
ant little game of tiring one another. out 
goes on among the elect while important 
business interests. are allowed to suffer. 
Who is going to be benefited by the sport? 
Who is to ‘‘ rake in the chips” ?

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 


Mme. Judic appeared in ‘* Lili’ at Wal- | 


fack’s Theatre yesterday evening in presence 
of a fairly numerous audience. It cannot be said 
that she deepened the impression produced by 
her earlier work, nor must it be recorded, either, 
that she lost aught of the favor won from the 
comparative minority of spectators fitted by 
nationality or education, and assisted by prox- 
imity, to a more thorough appreciation of the 
niceties of the actress’s diction and byplay. to 


admire her gifts and talent. While Mme. 
Judie’s style is not as remarkable for 
piquancy and finish as Mme. Céline 


Chaumont’s, the former, in respect of ex- 
pressiveness and finesse, has in ber /:ne no rival 
on the stage except the latter well known artist. 
And Mme. Judic has over Mme. Cbhaumont 
every advantage in point of comelines of 
face and personal charm. It is unfortunate 
that the conditions under ‘which the newcomer 
18 Welcomed to this country are not as ta- 
vorable to a very wide understanding and 
recognition of her superiority. Persons that 
have been chagrined at the delicacy 
of Mme. Judic’s suggestive speeches, which lack 
the condiment of winks and gestures, and per- 
sons who have grieved at the sight of a 
somewhat matronly figure—often rendered 
more matrouly by costumes that must have 
been made on sentry boxes—have_ vent- 
ured occasionally the absurd opinion that 
the perfurmer had outlived her best days. The 
people who have spoken thus have either 
been quite ignorant of the actress’s na- 
tive tongue or have contrasted the ef- 
tect of her representations here with 
that produced abroad and treasured in their 
memories as a bright recollection. Asa matter 
of fact, Mme. Judic is in no way passée. Her 
embonpoint is little, if at all, more pro- 
nounced than it bas been these 10 years; her 
delivery is as musical and varied; ber small, 
but true sand vibrant, voice is as good; her 
eyes are as sparkling and her laughter 1s as tune- 
ful and asjntectious as ever. Uniuckily, Mme. 
Judic’s ground bas been shifted and her sur- 
roundings have been changed for the worse. In 
Paris she comes forth amid a company of match- 
less comedians, headed by MM. Dupuis and 
Baron. She is beheld ina smal] theatre, where 
she isin direct communication every night with a 
picked audience resporsive to her every tone 
and glance: Her position here is the very re- 


verse; the actors and actresses that are seen 
with her are efficient, but scarcely s0 
well equipped by nature and experience as 


to permit ber to shine from their refracted 
ligbt: the auditorium she faces is spacious, 
and the assemblages that greet her. though 
kindly, are necessarily a trifle unsympa- 
thetic. The result is obvious, and both 
players and public suffer from it. Yet. as 
we bave observed, Mme. Judic is unchan:ed, 
and to hear ber sing one of her little songs, to 
watch those displays of artlessness that are tne 
height of art, orsimply to listen to the melody of 
her speech, is for those auditors that do not de- 
pend upon the translations of the pieces hawked 
about the theatre, a genuine delight. Last even- 
ing the play was considerably livelier than was 


““Mile. Nitouche.” “Lili”? is a comédie- 
vaudeville by MM. Hennequin and Mil- 
jaud, tolerably involved as to plot, but 


most ingeniously put together, and unraveled, 
as to its story, with more than common skill. 
Some of its characters, too, are cleverly drawn, 
and a sketch of an aged individual, whose 
life is insured for his nephew's benefit and 
at his nephew’s expense, and who, starting 
off, in the first act, in the last stages of senility, 
gradually grows younger and younger until 
tbe final scenes introduce him as a _ profii- 
gate octogenarian, with dyed bair and 
in evening dress, returning home at dawn, 
is a capital bit of portraiture. In “ Lili” 
Mme. Judic appears alternately as a young 
girl, as a middieaged woman, and asa grand- 
mother, regretting a rather agitated past. 
She sings several pretty songs, with an 
occasional broad allusion, from which some 
of the sting is taken by the simplicity of 
the artist’s delivery and the guilelessness 
of her facial expression, and in “ Bras 
dessus, bras dessous’*—one of those illus- 
trative and imitative chansonnettes that 
she interprets to absolute’ perfection— 
she was applauded, on the occasion under no- 
tice, to the echo. M. Meziéres’s delineation of 
the venerable reprobate claims as high critical 
praise as Mme. Judic’s effort, and wrouvht, 
if anything, a more vivid impression, and 
MM. Cooper and Germain, in their respective 
roles, were almost as successful. The intermis- 
sions in these performances might be shortened 
witb advantage: last evening the final fall of 
the curtain came at 11:30 o’clock. 





MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

Mrs. Julia Verplanck’s play of “ Sealed 
instructions,” which received approbation 
at the Madison-Square Theatre in the 
Spring, was revived last evening to open 
the regular Winter season at that house. There 
wasa large and brilliant audience, of course, 
and the performance was neat and satisfactory. 
There is nothing new to say of the play. 
It is an interesting and well construct- 
ed piece, conteining some passages of 
smart dialogue, one or two touching situations, 
and a good deal of theatrical artifice. In the 
hands of an inferior company much of it would 
go for notning. Mr. Palmer’s actors treat it so 
gracefully and with so much care tbat its incon- 
sistency 1s forgotten while the performance lasts, 
The cast of last evening differed in several 
important respects from that formerly given to 
the play. Mr. J. H. Stoddart made his first ap- 
pearance on the Madison-Square stage, acting 
the slight character of Benton, the faithful oid 
servant. His per ormance, as might have been 
expected, was quaintiy droll, w.to a touch of 
gentle pathos; and it gave strength to several 
important scenes. The popular comedian was 
accorded a generous welcome. Mrs. Agnes Booth 
came forth as the thoughtless wife, Mr. Louis 
Maseen, an agreeable young actor, made bis first 
appearance here as the foolish secretary, and 
Miss Maude Harrison was seen for the 
first time as the virtuous governess.

BIG BLAZE IN JERSEY CITY. 





FIRE AMONG THE MACHINE SHOPS DOES 
$60,000 DAMAGE. 

From 7:30 last evening until midnight 
the river front at Jersey City was lighted by a 
bie biaze, which sent forth flames and blinding 
volumes of smoke with alarming energy and at- 
tracted large crowds of people. A fire broke out 
shortly after’? o’clock in ihe machine shops of W. 
H. Taylor & Son, at the foot of Warren-street, 
and in a short time reached the huge cooperage 
situated in close proximity and belonging to 
Messrs. Neil & Hugh O’Donnell, of No. 191 Wash- 


ington-street, Jersey City. In this cooperage 
were enormous piles of staves used in the manu- 
facture of sugar hogsheads for F. O. Mattvesien 
& Wiecher’s sugar refiningcompany. These nad 
recently arrived. The building was full vf 
inflammable material, and long before the fire- 
men had come to hand the blaze_ had 
assumed formidable proportions. Joes & Whit- 
mill’s dry dock at the foot of Warren-street was 
next attacked by the fired and William Gokey 
& Son’s yard with its various wooden sheds were 
also completely burned. The entire Fire Depart- 
ment of Jersey City was soon upon the scene, 
while the firetug John Fuller, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company’s Juanita and the Linden as- 
sisted the firermen in extinguishing the flames. 

In the yard adgoining Neil & Hugh O’Don- 
nell’s storehouse the blaze was largest, and the 
“*shooks,” each of which contained 30 staves, 
seemed to dety the efforts of the firemen. A 
strong southerly wind was blowing at the time, 
and the illuminated scene was distinctly visible 
from the New-York side. At 10 o'clock the fire 
was under contro!, and Thompson’s Steel Works, 
which were at one time thought to be in 
danger were saved. The main loss was in the 
cooperage. It was estimated that 25,000 shooks 
of barrel staves were in the shop at the time, 
worth about $25,000. The loss on N. & H. 
O’Donnell’s buildings was about $10,000. The 
firm is insured in the Lancashire, the Union of 
Philadelphia, the Phoenix of London, Security 
of New-Haven, the Imperial of London, 
the Northern of England, and the Trans- 

*atlantic for about $30,000. William Gokey & 
Son lost with their shops abont $10,000; partially 
insured. W.H. Taylor & Son’s loss in their ma- 
chine shop was estimated at about the same fig- 
ure. Nearly 40 men employed by these firms lost 
their tool chests. Jones & Whitmill’s dry dock 
suffered to the extent of about $5,000. 

The shipping moored at the dock at the foot 
of Warren-street was towed into the river by 
the J. F. Winslow. Several schooners and canal 
boats, the revenue cutter Falcon, and the pro- 


pelier Eagle were thus saved from the 
fire. The origin of the conflagration 
is supposed to have been sparks from 


the forge in W. H. Taylor & Son’s machine shop. 
William Gokey & Son’s dry dock was sunk 
by the employes of that firm in time to save 
it, and a similar policy was adopted by Jones 
& Whitmill’s men, who, however, only suc- 
ceeded in partially saving the property of their 
employers. 


SOMEBODY MAY SUFFER. 
———<>-_--_—- 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—At last there 
seems to be a probability that some one will get 
into trouble for complicity in the recent gi- 
gantic trauds perpetrated by Township Trust- 
ees and the Pollard gang of swindlers by the 
issue of illegal warrants. Trustee Kitz, although 
challenged by Pollard to prosecute him for forg- 
ery on the Centre Township warrants and urged 


to do so by the press, has failed to take any steps 
in the matter. When the Grand Jury met to- 
day Judge Norton, of the Criminal Court, deliv- 
ered a ringing charge on the subject, and if his 
instructions are heeded the whole matter may 
be opened up. 

“It is sald that this city has heen made the 
beadquarters for such rascally transactions,” 
said Judge Norton, “and that Trustees have 
come up from their various country districts to 
plan and perfect their crimes here. The good 
name and fame of officers in this county have 
been questioned. Obligations bearing the name 
ot a Trustee for very considerable sums have 
been presented and pronounced forgeries. The 
process of the court runs to any part of the 
State, and you may summon any one resid- 
ing within the State to appear before you 
and bring with him anything that may be in 
his possession that will aid you in your investiga- 
ation. You may call for booksand papers, 
and such documents and records as you may 
deem necessary. It isthe pleasure of the court 
to offer you such assistance as you may require, 
and place in your hands the power to made 
your inquiries what they should be—perfect and 
complete. It bas been suggested by some 
that party preference might interfere with 
a thorough investigation and an _ honest 
presentment ot the matters before you. 
am loth to believe such a thing. I 
cannot’ entertain such an opinion of 
my fellows. This jury is equally divided politi- 
cally, and for the court to fear that you would 
vote upon the jury as you voted at the polls, 
upon a matter involving the safety of the public 
funds and the punishment of criminals who dis- 
grace any party by their union with it, is too 
monstrous and debasing for a moment’s consid- 
eration.” 

This afternoon Trustee Kitz was before the 
jury, and it 1s understood he reiterated his claim 
that the orders for large sums bearing his name 
and indorsed by Pollard are forgeries.

They will discontinue their branch offices 
at Haverstraw, Catskill, and Nyack, and will 
continue in operation those at Kingston, Mid- 
dletown, and three or four other places. The 
liabilities were only $3,000. 


CuHIcaAGo, Oct. 5.—The heaviest failure in 
Chicago business circles since Dec. 24 last was 
recorded in the Sheriff’s office to-day, when 
three confessions of judgment, aggregating 
$23,668, were entered against Merrick A. Rich- 
ardson, the wholesale hardware and tinware 
dealer at No. 77 Lake-street. The judgments 
were in favor of Thomas Beldam for $13,528, Ev- 
erett A. Alborn for $2,559, and Warren H. Alborn 
for $7,581. Executions forthese judgments were 
placed in the hands of Deputy Sheriff James 
Burke, who levied upon Richardson’s stock. 
Just before the Deputy Sheriff descended upon 
Richardson the merchant filed papers of assign- 
ment for the benefit of his creditors to John A. 
Roach, roughly estimating his assets at $75,000 
and his liabilities at $55,000. Before the assign- 
ment was entered upon the records at the 
County Court, however. the Sheriff had taken 
possession of Richardson’s stock in behalf of 
the judgement creditors. Richardson says that 
he has been forced to the wall principally by the 
over-zealousness of Sidney, Shepard & Co. 
collect a bill of $2,200 from him last Friday, 
when in reality only $600 was aque the firm on 
account atthe time.

He 
probed unsuccessfully for the bullet, 
and the wounded woman was taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital. where it is thought she will 
die. The only statement which could be gotten 
from her was that she had not shot herself. She 
would not be induced to say who did the deed. 
Her busband, who was drunk, and Adolph Jall- 
mer, a neighbor, who was in the room at the 
time of the shooting, were arrested. Sleigers 
admits that the pistol 1s his, but says that his 
wife shot herself accidentally while fooling with 
the weapon.

A PLAN ADOPTED BY THE PARK COMMIS- 
SIONERS—FURTHER CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
THE MEMORIAL FUND. ; 


A large number of inquiries have lately 
been received by the Grant Monument Associa- 
tion from persons who take a strong interest 
in the proposed national monument to Gen. 
Grant. Some of these relate to the character 
of the memorial, while others are requests for 
information about the site. Suggestions have 
also been received that it would doubtless be 
for the benefit of the fund if the public was 
made aware of just how much ground the Park 
Department had devoted to the use of the 
Monument Association. Secretary Greener 
wrote to the Park’ Commissioners for the de- 
sired information, and yesterday received the 
report of Calvert Vaux, landscape architect, 
and Samuel Parsons, Jr., Superintendent of 
Parks. The report is as follows: 

“In accordance with your request we have consid- 
ered the question of the proper boundaries for the 
Grant memorial grounds, and recommend that the ter- 
ritory to be included should be at the northern extrem- 
ity of what may be termed the formal arrangement of 
the Riverside Drive, and at the southern end of what 
may be called the terminal loop, as shown onthe ac- 
companying map. ‘I'he main objection that has been 
made to the location of the Grant Monument on Riv- 
erside Park is that being @ buria! spot it is not well 
placed in a pleasure ground. ‘I'he territory we recom- 
mend to be taken has, therefore, been selected with the 
desire to meet this objection fairly, but without sacri- 
ficing any of the essential requirements of u» suitable 
site for this grand public monument. 

“ By the construction of the road marked’ A A’ on 
the pian it will be seen that the selected territory be- 
comes a separate precinct, sufficiently dissociated 
from the park to be dedicated anew asa memorial 
ground, and ascity thoroughfares lead directly to it 
the idea of iso/ation from the park can be emphasized 
to any extent that your department may consider ex- 
pedient. It is not our province to indicate any plan 
for the treatment of this xround, but it is necessary to 
point out here that an archway for the purpose of fur- 
nishing a line of protected transit for visitors on foot 
may be arranged at point * B’ (south-west end) onthe 
plan. Such an archway would take its natural place in 
the design when found to be needed, and would fur- 
nish @ suitable approach from the park system of 
walks, at the same time marking precisely the intended 
line of separation between the pleasure grounds proper 
and the memorial grounds attached to the Grant Mon- 
ument. 

“The occupation of this interior site by an archi- 
tectural feature of magnitude cannot be said to inter- 
fere at ail with the public enjoyment of the special 
landscape effects of the park, which are unquestiona- 
bly the exterior river views. 

“If no structure should be erected here the space 
would doubtless be planted agreeably, but as, of 
course, there would be carefully designed plantationr 
of trees and shrubs in connection with the monu- 
ment, this source of effect would be brought into play 
to the fullest possible extent. ‘The position is mani- 
festly a commanding one, and we fee! certain that

pat The general plan of the Riverside Drive up to this 
turn is for the most part quite regular and on a large 
scale, but a sudden break occurs just at this point. 
One branch of the drive takes a westerly direction and 
one a northerly, while the walk system alters from a 
straight to a winding course. ‘'I‘here is consequently 
every opportunity to emphasize still further an al- 
ready strongly marked variation in the artistic motive 
of the plan, and we therefore feel justified in suggest- 
ing atthe close of this report that your department 
take advantage of the evidently undetermined state of 
the grounds in this vicinity, and consider this im- 
rtant monument as the keynote for such further 
[provements as in your judgment ought to be made 
iu this neighborhood in the future.” 

Accompanying the report was a letter from 
the Park Commissioners stating that on Sept. 28 
the following resolution was adopted by the 
board: 

Resolved, That the location and general plan of the 
Grant Monument grounds in the Kiverside Park and 
Drive recommended by Messrs. Calvert Vaux, arcni- 
tect, and Samuel Parsons, Jr.. the Superintendent of 
Parks, be and thesame are hereby approved and adopt- 
ed by this board. 

The plot ot ground described in the report of 
Messrs. Vaux and Parsons borders Riverside 
Drive on the east and stretches from One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-first-street toa point midway 
between One Hunared and Twenty-third and 
Ove Hundred and Twenty-fourth streets, It is 
oblong in shape, the narrowest part being its 
southern extremity. It is 650 feet long and at its 
broadest point 250 feet across. The tomb in 
which Gen. Grant’s body now rtsts is at the 
widest part of this plot of ground and about 150 
feet from its northern boundary. A drive 100 
feet broad will separate the memorial ground 
from that part of the park in which the Cler- 
mont House stands. The Park Department has 
professed its willingness to have the ground 
graded to suit the views of the Monument As- 
sociation.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 











The largest fire the village of Hull, 
Mass., has known for years, occurred Sunday 
night. Four cottages, a carriage house, and 
two stables, situated on Strawberry Hill, the 
property of Elisha Thayer, of Braintree, and 
David Cushing, of Hingham, were entirely con- 
sumed. The homestead of H.T. Litchfield was 
left standing, but in such condition as to be un- 
inhabitable. C. H. Shirley, who occupied the 
cottages as boarding houses, lost considerable by 
fire and water. The total damage is estimated 
at $20,000, which is supposed to be covered by 
insurance. The fire was undoubtedly of incen- 
diary origin. 


A fire broke out in the rear of a grocery 
store at the corner of Mill and Eleventh streets, 
Milwaukee, Sunday night. The damage to the 
stock and fixtures by fire and smoke was 
and to the etoreroom $400. The adjoining build- 
ings were damaged to the extent of $6,000. The 
principal losers are Knetzger & Wever. They 
were insured. 


Late Sunday night some of the sheds 
and stables at the Fair Grounds, Fort Wayne, 
Ind., were fired by drunken tramps. Several 
were burned, involving a toss of $1,000. After 
the fire was extinguished a burned body was 
found, which is supposed to be that of one of 
the tramps who was too drunk to escape. 


The large stables of C. L. Johnson, at 
Atianta, Ga., an extensive dairyman, were 
burned Sunday and 128 head of cattle perished 
in the flames. Most of them were fine bred 
cows. Several hundred tons of hay was also 
destroyed. The loss is estimated at $50,000, with 
only $5,000 insurance,

damaged by fire Sunday to the extent of $4,000: 
insurance $2,000.

DR, DAEUMER DYING. 


THE END OF A STIRRING AND ROMANTIC 
CAREER. 

Dr. Francis H. Daeumer, one of the old- 
est physicians in Paterson, is lying at the point 
of death in St. Joseph’s Hospital in that city, 
and his decease is hourly expected. He has 
been for many years one of the most remarkable 
characters in Paterson. His father was a promi- 
nent Government officer in Bohemia, where the 
doctor was born nearly 77 years ago. He was 
liberally educated in Saxony, studying medi- 
cine at the Universities of Bonn and Mag- 
debure. The doctor was licensed in 1840, 
and served for six years in the Prussian 
Army, as Surgeon of the Eighth Brigade and 


Seventh Regiment of Lancers. In 1848 he took 
part in the revolution, was arrested for high 
treason, and sent to prison, where he spent four 
yearsinthe dungeons of Rastadt, Ehrenbreit- 
stein, and Julich. While in these prisons, often 
doomed to solitary confinement, his only com- 
panions were the spiders that festooned the walls 
of his dungeon. He conceived a strange attach- 
ment for these repulsive creatures which he 
never forgot. 

On one occasion when the prisoners were al- 
lowed to take exercise in the yard the doctor 
and a companion crossed the “‘ death line.” The 
doctor was severely wounded in the thigh with 
a bayonet, while his comrade was shot dead by 
the sentinels. The survivor was taken to the 
hospital, whence he subsequently escaped and 
made his way to England. There he married a 
young English girl, but the union proved an 
unbappy one, and the doctor came to Amer- 
ica in 1857, and has lived in Paterson 
ever since, enjoying a moderate practice 
and the general esteem of the German- 
Americans, with whom he almost exclu- 
sively associated. He owned a house in Hlli- 
son-street, renting out part of it, and occupy- 
ing two orthree rooms himself, and living en- 
tirely alone. From his love for spiders he would 
allow no repairs to be made to the rooms, 
while housecleaning was out of the question. 
The dust of many years was allowed to accun#u- 
late undisturbed, and his beloved spiders multi- 
plied apace. If avarcel of drugsor an instru- 
ment left overnight had a spider’s web on it in 
the morning the doctor would patiently sally 
out and buy articies to replace them rather 
than disturb the spiders. His rooms are full ot 
thousands of prescriptions of drugs of all kinds. 
He has been in failing health for some months, 
andafew weeks ago was removed at his own 
request to the hospital to die.

HOMER H. STUART. 

Homer H. Stuart, a lawyer, aged 75 
years, died of heart disease at No. 63 Wall-street, 
yesterday, soon after 1 o’clock|P. M. Usually in 
the possession of robust health Mr. Stuart com- 
plained of feeling unwell immediately after 
breakfast yesterday. He said that there were 
severe pains in his chest. He went to his law 
office, which is on the fourth floor of No. 63 
Wali-street. From there he went to court and 
had several cases that were on the calendar ad- 


journed because he did not feel able to attend 
to them. Subsequently he returned to his office 
and told his partner, who is his son Inglis, that 
he was going home. That was about 1 o’clock. 
He expired suddenly in the hallway just as he 
was leaving the building. 

Mr. Stuart has been known to New- Yorkers 
for at least 40 years. He was born in Vermont 
and from there removed to Cattaraugus County, 
this State, where he was admitted to the Bar. 
Soon after he became a lawyer he established an 
office in this vicinity. He was Corporation Coun- 
selof Williamsburg until that city was merged 
into the city of Brookivn, in 1855. After 
the war Mr. Stuart was elected President 
of the Continental Bank Note Company, of 
which oorporation he had been counsel 
for some time. He remained President of 
that pes sae J until it was consolidated with 
other companies and merged into the American 
Bank Note Company. Fora few years Mr. Stu- 
art was a resident of Washington. In 1877 he 
resumed the practice of law, forming a copart- 
nership with Charles E. Whitehead. The firm of 
Whitehead & Stuart continued in business at No. 
61 Wall-street until 1882. It was extensively in- 
terested in litigation against the elevated rail- 
roads. Early in 1884 Inglis Stuart was admitted 
to the Bar, and his father entered into partner- 
ship with him, taking an office at No. 63 Wall- 
street. 

Mr. Stuart had a country residence at Cox- 
sackie-on-the-Hudson, and when inthe city be 
resided at No. 283 West Tenth-street. He was un 
attendant at the Brick (Presbyterian) Church. 
His widow, two sons, and a married daughter 
survive him.

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LISTENING TO MR. MORRI 


THE GIBBS COMMITTEE + HEARS 
MORE ABOUT EXCISE ABUSES. 
EX-SENATOR ECCLESINE APPEARS AS COUN-: 

SEL FOR COMMISSIONERS MITCHELL AND 
HAUGHTON AND IS PROMPTLY SNUBBED. 
The committee of Senators that is en- 
feavoring to get at the source of local political 
Influence which governs the licensing power in 
the Excise Board had to deal with a lawyer yes- 
terday, who wanted to defend Commissioners 
Mitchell and Haughton from the lurid hght of 
the facts brought out in Commissioner Myrris’s 


testimony. 
After announcing to the committee with some 


show of fuss on Friday that he could not con- 
sent to act as counsel for the Excise Board, ex- 
Senator Ecclesine pushed up a chair to the law- 
yers’ table yesterday, and remarked that he was 
going to stay there in the interests of Commis- 
sioners Haughton and Mitchell. Senator Gibbs 
told him that he could stay only by courtesy, 
and thatthe committee did not recognize that 
he had any right to participate in the examina- 
tion. Mw. Ecclesine retorted that it made no 
difference to him what view the committee 
chose to take of his presence, but he was going 
to stay, and should claim the privilege of cross- 
examining witnesses. 

“IT have no concern in the appearance of any 
counsel,” said Commissioner Morris. ‘“*I have 
come here simply to tell the truth about any 


matters on which the committee chooses to 
question me.” 

“Oh, yes,” said Mr. Ecclesine, with a sneer, 
** we recognize you as an ‘angel of light’ in the 
Excise Board.” 

** Well,” replied the Commissioner, ** I want 
you to distinctly understand that I did not come 
here purposely to throw mud on my aasociates 
and your clients.”’ 

The committee bore with Mr. Ecclesine’s fre- 
quent interruptions of the examination until 
they became an intolerable nuisance, and then 
Senator Gibps told him to desist. At the same 
time he intormed the witness that he was at lib- 
erty to modify any statements he chose to, but 
he need not pay any attention to questions put 
by Mr. Ecclesine. From that time until recess 
no one paid the slightest attention to Mr. Eccle- 
sine’s interjections, the committee not even 
honoring him with a vote on either of his mo- 
tions. While be was out to lunch he learned 
thateven the stenographer had turned a deaf 
sar to his protestations, and after recess he 
asked the committee to direct that nimble- 
fingered functionary to consider his utterances 
and his 212 pounds avoirdupois as partof the pro- 
ceedings. This request, also, the committee 
a by in silence, and the ex-Senator busied 

imself in taking notes of his own courseof 
couduct. 

Commissioner Morris got into the witness 
chair with bis fingers smeared with red ink. He 
said that he did not mean to say or to intimate 
in his testimony on Friday that Thomas Creamer 
visited him at his house with any dishonest pur- 
pose. As the matter had been subsequently ex- 
plained to Mr. Morris it had been reported to 
Commissioner Haughton that Morris and Mitcb- 
ell were going to combine against him, and 
Creamer, as counsel for the board and friend of 
Haughbton’s, went to Morris to see about it. 
Commissioner Morris informed Creamer, as he 
testified, that he was not going to form a com- 
bin#&tion with anybody. The witness produced 
applications for licenses indorsed with his red 
ink protests, made soon after he entered the 
board, to show that he had not begun his cru- 
sade against the disreputable dens after the 
other two Commissioners had formed a combi- 
nation to crowd him into a minority. 

The witness was questioned about the applica- 
tions for licenses against all of which he had 
entered so strong a protest, but had been over- 
ridden by the votes of the two Democratic Com- 
missioners. His protests, he said, were largely 
based on evidence obtained from personal ob- 
servation, and many of them were corroborated 
last January by the raids on the gambling dens 
made by Inspector Byrnes’s men. Commissioner 
Morris had joined with his colleagues, he said, 
in sending a request to the Police Commission- 
ers tor copies of the evidence thus obtained, but 
Commissioner Porter had replied by letter 
(which was read to the committee) asking to be 
excused from furnishing it, as the matter was 
soon going before the Grand Jury. So far as 
the witness knew the cases bad never gone into 
the courts, 

Speaking about the Excise Board’s dealings 
with tom Gould and his dummy, Thomas F. 
Parker, Commissioner Morris said that though 
he had never been inside of Gould's place he had 
frequently remaine@ in the neighhorhood out- 
side of it until atter midnight, observing the 
people, particularily the women, who passed in 
and out. The witness saw among them women 
of the most dissolute character. No respectable 
women ever went inthere. With the Cremorne 
the Commissioner had a similar experience, and 
in both cases he reported his observations to 
his colleagues on the board. Commissioner 
Haughton agreed with him that the Cre- 
morne should not be licensed. and yoted no 
on the spot. Tom Gould’s application was laid 
over. The next day the witness found it in a 
pigeon hole signed “in biank,” with Commis- 
sioner Haughton's nameon it. After Commis- 
sioner Mitchell bad affixed his signature the wit- 
ness saw him hand Secretary Periey tne petition 
and the letters that had been produced in sup- 
port of licensing Parker. 

“** Did you see them 7?” asked Mr, Miller. 

“No, Sir,” answered Commissioner Morris; 
** Commissioner Mitchell gave them to the clerk. 
I have never had them in my hands until this 
moment, though I heard that such a petition 
was being circulated.” 


The witness gave similar testimony in regard 
to other places he had protested against licens- 
ing. He gave a particulatly amusing descrip- 
tion of his adventures in the Mozart Garden in 
Great Jones-street. He dropped in there one 
night and founda policeman in uniform bhug- 
ginga girl. When the Commissioner appeared 
the girl dropped the blue-coat, and told the 
good-looking Commissioner that he was just the 
Yellow she had been waiting for all the evening. 
However, he was proof against her seductive en- 
dearments, and quickly made his way into the 
street. He went again another night, saw an- 
other policeman in uniform with another girl, 
and passed through a_similar experience 
as on his first visit. When he told the 
other Excise Commissioners of the wicked- 
ness he had seen and protested against the gar- 
den’s license being renewed, Commissioner 
Haughton observed that he had been there, too, 
and had found ita very nice resort for young 
mechanics, who should be permitted to enjoy 
themselves, as well as richer people. Commis- 
sioner Mitchell said that he would believe 
Haughton’s word as soon as Morris's, and voted 
for the license. Frequently in expiaining why 
he voted against men convicted of violating the 
excise laws and of keeping disorderly houses the 
witness said that he had obtained much of his 
information from the newspapers. 

_“** Not good evidence,” interposed Mr. Eccle- 
sine. 
“i consider them very good evidence,” re- 
plied Commissioner Morris. ** What the news- 
papers don't find out about these places isn’t 
worth knowing. J have found their reports 
very valuable.”’

A BRAVE MAN'S SICKNESS. 





ONE OF GREELY’S PARTY IN THE. NEW-YORK 
HOSPITAL. 

Henry Bierderbick, one of the gallant; 
survivors of the Greely arctic expedition, has: 
beea an inmate of the New-York Hospital since 
Aug. suffering from typhoid fever. He has 
bad five relapses, but the house physician said 
last evening that he was much better, and would 
probably recover, unless another serious re- 
lapse occurred, which was not anticipated. 
Henry Bierderbick wasa private in the Seven- 
teenth Infantry, United States Army, in 1880, 
when the Greely expedition was organized by 
the Signal Service Bureau, and he was assigned 
to accompany that unfortunate expedition to 
Lady Franklin Bay as hospital steward. He 
was one of the seven men who survived the ter- 
rors of the four Winters in the arctic and were 
rescued in a starving condition at Cape Sabine 
by the relief expedition of 1884. 

He was found by the rescuing party in the tent 
with Lieut. Greely, weak and exbausted, and 
scarcely able to stand, much less to walk. In ad- 
dition to his extreme weakness his body was 
terribly swollen, and this symptom was a sure 
sign that the relief came none too soon, and 
that had it been delayed much longer he, 
too, would have been found buried in the 
ice graves of his dead companions. He is a 
man of self-sacrificing courage, and when 
found by the relief party was handing 
the bottle containing the last few drops of 
brandy, which might have added afew hours 
to his own life, to his weaker companions. He 
was brought back with the other survivors of 
Camp Clay in July of last year, and, naturally 
gifted with a strong constitution, he rapidly re- 
covered from the effects of his terrible experi- 
ence inthe arctic. His present illness is sup- 
posed to be only remotely, if at all, due to his 
exposure at Cape Sabine. 








MR. KNOX’S LIBEL SUIT. 

In March last the Commercial Agency 
informed one of its patrons who asked for facts 
respecting Edwin M. Knox, the hatter, that Mr. 
Knox was *‘a figurehead for his father, and has 
no standing whatever; that he was “fast,” a 
* politician,” and did business on “ money that 
should have gone to his father’s creditors;” 
that he had “*squandered $40,000 of his father’s 
creditors’ money,” and had **marrieda Brooklyn 
concert singer.” Learning of these statements 
Mr. Knox began a suit against the Commercial 
Agency for $20,000 damages, alleging that most 
of the statements were, false and libelous, and 
that the others were made to convey an un- 
truthful and libelous inference. The Agency- 
answered that its statements were true and 
were uttered without malice. To this answer 
Mr. Knox demurred on the ground that it was 
insufficient in jaw. Argument on the demurrer 
was heard by Judge Beach, in Supreme Court, 
Special Term, yesterday. Decision was reserved, 


THE COST OF CREMATION. 

When the United States Cremation Com- 
pany is ready for business, the cost of incinera- 
tion will be $25 for each body. At Washington, 
Penn., the rate is $50. The company held a 
meeting at No. 140 Nassau-street yesterday aft- 
ernoon for the purpose of formulating rules for 
the government of its crematory at Mount 
Olivet, Long Island. Although the meeting 
lasted for more than three hours, the rules were 
not finished whén an adjournment_was ordered 
to next Monday. J. D. Beugless, President of 
the company, stated that it did not owe any 
money, and had enough in the treasury to pro- 
vide for all contingencies. A stockholder who 
said that he had lately been so sick as to think 
he should be the company’s first customer, was 
told that no partiality would be shown him on 
account of his connection with the corporation, 
Thougha strong advocate of incineration, he 
promised not to press his claims until necessity 
compelled him.
